Victims of Bad Automobile Acel- 
dent While on Way to Luncheon. 
Machine Strikes Railing of Bridge 
and Plunges Into Creek.

NEWPORT (R. I.) Aug. 19.—Vinson 
Walsh, son of Thomas Walsh of Wash- 
ington, was killed, and four other 
prominent young members of the New- 
port summer colony, were injured in an 


automobile accident here this after- 


noon. The injured include Mrs. James 
Kernochan of Hempstead, L. I.: Harry 
Oelrichs, Herbert Pell Jr., of New 
York, and Miss Evelyn Walsh, sister of 
the man who was killed. 


The automobile, which was driven 6 


young Walsh, struck the rafling of a 
bridge spanning a creek near Eastern 
Point and plunged into the water. 

The accident was witnessed by other 
automobilists, who succeeded in res- 
cuing the five occupants of the Walsh 
machine, not, however, without great 
difficulty, due to the fact that all the 
members of the party were lying be- 
neath the heavy car. The water in the 
creek was not deep and to this circum- 
stance is due in part the rescue. 

William Walsh, who was about 19 
years old, was not instantly killed, 
but died soon after he was taken from 
the water. It was learned, later, that as 
the automobile crashed over the bridge 
his head came in contact with an fron 
beam. 

The occupants of the car were on 
their way to attend a luncheon given 
at the Clambake Hotel near Eastern 
Point, by Mrs. Clement C. Moore. The 
accident -happened when the car, a 
40-horse-power vehicle, was speeding 
down a hill. The injured were treated 
temporarily at near-by cottages. Phy- 
sicians stated that all probably would 
recover. 

Vinson Walsh was the son of Thomas 
F. Walsh of Washington, the million- 
aire Colorado mine owner. He was 18 
years of age and was preparing to en- 
ter Yale University in the fall. He was 
a polo enthusiast. His father récently 
purchased a string of polo ponies for 
him. 

Mrs. James Kernochan is well known 
as a cross-country rider. She came here 
from Hempstead, L. I., recently, to 
visit her mother-in-law. Brs. Kerno- 
‘chan’s husband died about two years 
ago. 

Herbert Pell, Jr., is a close friend 
of the Walsh family and, like Vinson, 
was preparing for college.

The young 
man's mother is the Newport woman 
who was robbed of valuable jewelry 
early in the summer.

The Emperor's gift of popular repre- 
sensation was received quietly and 
without special manifestation by the 
undemonstrative Russian people. A 
stranger jn St. Petersburg would only 
have noticed that the crowds in the 
streets were carefully reading in the 
newspapers the long columns of the 
manifesto:and the details of the projec: 
as they Walked home from church. 

The newspapers, which published the 
full text ‘of the manifesto and the 
project, as well as tables fixing the 
mumber qt representatives, had little 
room for comment. Except among the 
extreme radicals, who had-made up 
their minds in advance to be dissat- 
isfied, and in the reactionist camp and 
among others of extreme views, who 
believe the Emperor has surtendered 
far too much in creating an assembly, 
public opinion is slow to crystallize. 
as the otiliines of the new inetitutions 
are too broad and too complex to be

Troops have been hurrying to the 
front from Japan ever since the battle 
ot Mukdgn. Possibly, history records 
no other great army in a better condi- 


which, Japan believes, will bring Russia 


| a supplicant for peace. 


Oyama has informed the tnperiel War 
Department that his forces are in bat- 
tle array, and that Linevitch cannot es- 
cape. A great body of troops under Ku- 
roki has been pushed far north. 

Short work will be made of Viadi- 
vostok. 

A large Japanese army is already 
landed on the Siberian coast, ready to 
‘overrun the Valley of the Amur. 

So, believing her armies in a position 
to seize territory which will fully com- 
pensate for failure of the peace negotia- 
tions, and leave Russia far less formid- 
able in future than now, Japan awaits 
the outcome with confidence, whichever 
way it turns. 

RAINS FORCE ARMISTICE. 

(PY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M} 

PEKING, Aug. 19.—While the Japa- 
nese and Russian peace plenipofentiaries 
have failed to arrange an armistice dur- 
ing their negotiations, the weather is en- 
forcing an effectual armistig>, for the 
month of August. Operations on a large 
scale by either army are impossible at 
the present time, and the situation will 
probably be unchanged for the next 
fortnight or three weeks. The rains 
throughout Manchuria have been unus- 
ually heavy and prolonged this sumnier. 
The country is now a swamp, and the 
roads are so soft that attempts to move 
artillery and heavy transports would be 
out of the question. There were many 
heavy rains in June and July, and the 
rainy season began in earnest about the 
middle of July. During the three weeks 
there was a downpour almost daily. The 
valleys east of the railway, particularly, 
are inundated and the streams are 
swollen, making the movement of carts 
and horses very slow and difficult. 

OYAMA PREPARED. 

The Japanese army was fully pre- 
pared for a general advance before the 
rains began, and probably will give bat- 
tle quickly with its whole strength as 
soon as the country is sufficiently dry, 
in the event that the peace negotiations 
fail. 

Great reserves of supplies have been 
accumulated by the Japanese at the 
front and at Mukden, ‘lieling and other 
base depots. 

The army is in better condition than 
‘ever before for work. The health of the 
troops throughout the summer has been 
kept at a high standard, and the per- 
centage of sickness has been far below 
that of the same period last year. 

The army’s energies have been devoted 
to transporting munitions, building 
bridges, making roads and unceasing tar- 
get practice by the 1 and infan- 
try, whenever weafher permitted. 
the

TORONTO, Aug. l4—It looks as 
though all will not be harmony in the 
sessiong of the International Typo- 
graphical Union, which have begun 
here. There is dissension on many 
points; and the campaign to force the 
eight-hour day, beginning next Jan- 
uary, will not be won without a fight. 

Then there is the Los Angeles con- 
test. Many union printers long since 
got weary of it, and would be glad to 
quit paying assessments to carry on the 
war against The Times. One of these— 
a Los Angeles union printer named 
Biech—has written an open letter ad- 
dressed to delegates, and the town 
fa flooded with copies. Its language 
Straight from the shoulder, and the let- 
ter will be apt to make some of the 
delegates sit up and take notice; but 
the convention will attempt to ignore 
the bombshell and cut the fuse before 
it explodes. 

Here is a copy of the letter, as signed 
by the writer in Los Angeles and de- 
livered here: 
BOMBSHELL. 
{Cut of union totem ] 

LOS ANGELES (Cal) Aug. 8, 1905, 

Dear Bir and Brother: I am neither 
Gelegatd, officer nor leader in the Ty- 
pographical Union. I am just a high 
private in the rear ranks of the great 
army of union printers. I am a union 
man and have been one for over twen- 
ty-seven years. I have always been 
a good ‘one, as my record will show. 
I have always kept within union lines, 
worked only in union printing offices, 
paid my dues ang extra heavy assess 
ments here in Los Angeles, and never 
equealed. If I were to be «a delegate 
] should talk right out in meeting and 
@ay something like this: 

We are fighting the Los Angeles 
Times and have been fighting that pa- 
per for fifteen years. I have been 
working right here in Los Angeles dur- 
ing all: those years, and, with my 
fellows in the local union, have been 
heavily assessed for the union's war 
fund. How much this fight has cost 
I do net know. I have never kept 
account of how muck I have paid in, 
but have always willingly contributed 
my share. 

I was chairman of the Executive 
Committee when The Times fight was 
first settied. When the break came 1 


‘worked against The Times and I have 


been working against it all these 
years, but I am one of the many here 
in Los Angeles who now beileve mat 
® goodiy portion of our money has 
been thfown away. believe that 
we have been silent long enough and 
that it is time to talk. For the good 
of the union printers all over the coun- 
try 1 believe that it ls time for a union 
man to protest. 

I arn apd have been just as much in 
favor of downing The Times as any of 
you, and: my ioyalty to the unton can- 
not be impeached. Here in Los Angeles 
we are kept in the dark as to how this 
fight is being handled. We are told 
— it fs going well, but The Times 

tinues to get more and more adver- 
tiging alli the time. it now carries four 


or five times as mur h advertising as 
it‘did When we started the fleht against 
it; to us this is uncontrovertibie evi 


dence thét this secret warfare is prov- 
ing disastrous, 

We amd being held up to ridicule by 
workmer in other trades for the botch 
we are making of it. I belleve that we 
Can yet defeat The Times. I beiteve 
that we fan compel it o come out for 
the closed shop or cense publication, 
but I 4d not belleve that we can do 


it by following there secret methods, 


pending thousands for we know not 
what, entrusting the funds to men who 
have becormic the laughing stock of the 
Sommunity to do the fighting for us.

However unpleasant these facts may 
be, and God knows they are distaste- 
ful enough to me, comfhig at the end 
of fifteen years of incéssant fighting, 
they are facts.

‘Face Badly Burned by Gas 


That Broke Loose. 
Holmes of Music Company 
Another Suff erer. 


Strange Phenomenon Ob- 
served in Store Cellar. 


Walter Lips, Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, lies at headquarters in bed, his 
countenance ¢wathed in bandages as if 
he had touched off a powder-magazine. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon a télephone message was re- 
ceived at the headquarters at Second 


and Hill streets, from the Fitzgeraid 
Music Company, near the corner of 
First and Spring streets, that smoke 
was issuing from some part of their 
store but théy were unable to deter- 


mine whence it came. 


The apparatus from No. 3 was sent 
down to the store, Chief Lips leading 
the way. He and Ralph H. Holmes, 
assistant manager for the music com- 


pany, went down into the cellar and 


started to ferret out the trouble. They 
walked forward to the space under the 
sidewalk, Lips in the lead, and in che 
dim light that fell through the prisms 
in the walk, Lips says he saw smoke 
issuing from the conduit through 
which electric wires entered the ceilar. 


e he paused, remarking the fact 


thac he saw smoke. he observed 
Holmes attempting to strike a match 
on the leg of his trousers. ps quick-, 
ly made a motion to stap' ‘him, but te 
was too late, and as Holmes raised h 
hand holding the lighted match Mt. 
Pelee broke loose in an instant. 
There waz an explosion that shook 
all the part of town; Lips and 
Holenes were met by a blinding flash 
of flame that struck them full in the 
face, the force throwing them violentiy 
backward, prostrate on the floor of the 
cellar. 

They gathered themselves up and 
groped their way out, just about the 
same moment the people above in the 
Store were starting for the cellar in 
expectation of finding their corpses, ' 

Both men are badly burned pb»: 
Chief Lips, being nearest the explosion, 
seems to have gotten a little the worst 
of the blast. His entire face is burned 
over and his hair singed off closely to 
the Une of his cap. His eyebrows and 
lashes are gone, his lips swollen and his 
whole countenance is distorted, but it 
is thought his eyes are all right, 
though: it is marvelous that they es- 
taped, and that he inhaled none of the 
flame. The physicians say he will be 
confined to his home for at least a 
couple of weéks before he can resume 
his duties as Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment.

Man Run Over by Engine and 
Four Cars Still Lives. 
Found Almost Stark Naked, 
but Singing Happily. 

Case Not for Coroner, but for 
Police Surgeons. 


Run over by an engine and four cars 
of the Santa Feat the Aliso street 
crossing about 10 o'clock last night, 
Jesus Carrasco dumfounded the 
searchers for his mangled remains by 
sitting up in the middie of the track 
and lustily singing a bar-room ditty. 

Rollicking along the railroad track 
under the influence of a stiff Saturday 
night drunk, Carrasco was knocked 
down by the first of a string of box 
cars shunted along the rails by switch 
engine No. 412 of the Santa Fé.

No one wag injured, but the train- 
men in the ghaboose received u severe 
shaking up. That the caboos@ did not 
go off the track seems remarkable, as 
there was but one car between it and 
the nine that were wrecked, - 

Ir was the breaking of a crystallized 
journal on one of the cars ‘which caused 
the accident. It toek most of the day 
to clear the track of the Wreckage. 
This morning trains came to the place 
from both directions and—transferred 
passengers. A “shoo-fly’’ was built 
around the obstructed track and this 
afternoon it was possible for the trains 
to pass. 

Two of the broken cars were filled 
with naphtha, some of which leaked 
out. There was grave danger this 
morning lest someone jn the crowd 
which visited the wrerk should ap- 
proach too close to the inflammable 
liquid with a lighted cigar or-in some 
other way ignite it.

His right arm was broken near the 
shoulder and he sustained} numerous 
minor injuries in the form ot bruises 
and scratches. 0 

Mr. Bird retained his hold én the rope 
and was jerked upward as the cornice 
descended. As his head rgached the 
second story windows, the remainder 
of the scaffolding above broke, and he 
was precipitated with it a the cor- 
nice to the sidewalk below. The mass 
of metal and wood fell on top of hitn, | 
dealing him many painful Hurts. His 
worst injuries consist of a bfoken bone 
in the right leg near the ankle and a 
three-inch gash on the cheek under the 
eye. It is feared that he a laß sustained 
internal injuries, but this equld not be 
determined today. By a luéky chance 
in falling, he missed the pavement and 
fell into the trench between the wall 
of the building and the sidewalk. Death

SANTA BARBARA, Aug. 19.— Willie 
Alegria, who is foreman for a Los An- 
geles packing establishment, today in- 
voked the.aid of the Superior Court to 
secure the custody of his 5-year-old 
child, hoping that this might be inel- 
denial to the return, also, of Lis wife. 
Alegria says that it is a case of too 
much mother-in-law. 

He asseris that while living in Santa 
Barbara with his wife, there was con- 
stant trouble between him and his 
wife’s mother, Francisca Guevarra, and 
that during the several months that 
he has resided in Los Angeles, away 
from the influence of Mrs. Guevarra, 
there has been no trouble between him 
and his ‘wife, and that this covers the 
happiest period of his wedded life. 

Three weeks ago he allowed his wife 
io come to Santa Barbara for a short 
visit with her mother, and she took 
with her the son. At the end of the 
time set for the visit, Alegria went 
several times to the train, but Mrs. 
Alegria failed to keep her appoint- 
ments, and after several promises had 
been made over the telephone, and 
broken, he came to town to investigate. 
He went to the home of the mother-in- 
law, at No. 1426 Castillo street, and 
was fortunate in getting his wife and 
child away. They went for a ride to 
Carpinteria where they visited her sis- 
to'd him that she 


ter. Mrs. Alegria 
wanted to go back with him to Los 
Angeles, and was ready to go then, 


leaving her things at her mother’s, 

He advised that she return to the 
house and get her clothes, and in con- 
formity with this understanding, he 
secured an express wegon and sent it 
to the Guevarra home for the goods 
and chattels of his wife. That was 
where he made the mistake of his life, 
and he states that her mother, aided 
and abetted by’ numerous sisters-in- 
law, were too much for nim. Once the 
wife was within the portals of the door, 
it barred him from her, and while the 
husband went to the house to investi- 
gate, one of the girls went out to the 
buggy and seized the child. To add in- 
sult to injury, the mother-in-law 
charged Alegria with disturbing the 
peace, and had him taken to the Jus- 
tice Court and tried for assault; but 
the case was dismissed. 

Defeated at all turns, the man made 
a turn himself and sought the assist- 
ance of the law. With Attorney W. P.

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
FUMIGATION KILLS SONGSTERS. 

SOLDIERS’ HOME, Aug. 19.—The 
fumigation of deciduous trees for the 
extermination of the red and black 
scale now going on in the home, is at- 
tended with a regretful mortality to 
the feathered denizens of the parks. 

The contractors having the matter 
in hand say thet the scale leaves the 
ground at nightfall and settles on the 
trees, and, therefore, that by attacking 
the pest at night the work of extermina- 
tion can be more thoroughly accom- 
plished. The process involves the com- 
plete envelopment of each tree in can- 
vas, beneeth which is placed vessels 
containing the simmering vapor for 
fumigating. 

Deciduous trees having deeper foli- 
age than perennials are chosen by the 
smaller birds for resting at night, and 
when the fumes commence to arise 
they are, owing to the canvas cover- 
ing, unable to escape, hence when trees 
are uncovered great numbers of these 
are found suffocated.

Steal Company Promoter is Anxious 
About Stock He Left in Bank 
for Distribution.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—An action has 
been brought in the United States court 
in this city by John W. Young, pro- 
moter of the former United States 
Ship-building Company demanding of 
the Mercantile Trust Company of this 
city an accounting of securities of ship- 
building company amounting to $60,- 


984.000. 


Young alfeges in his complaint that 
the trust company held these securities 
as trustee to his orders. He declares 
that he deposited them in June 1902 in 
the form of stocks and -bonds and that 
the trust company was to distribute 
them in payment fer the stock of great 
ship-building plants which were to 
comprise the United States Ship-build- 
ing Company.

CITIZEN’S ALLIANCE AND FOUN- 
DRYMEN UNITED. 


Every Shop in the Manufacturing 
City is an Open Shop—Unionism is 
Weaker Than It Has Been in Years, 


and Walking Delegates Have 
Ceased from Troubling. 


A Racine (Wis.) dispatch to the 


New York Commercial says: 


Racine, one of the largest manufac- 
turing cities in the Northwest, is the 
scene of a contest between union labor 
organizations and the Citizens’ Alli- 
ance and National Foundrymen’s As- 
siciation. The unions, thirty-six in 
number, affiliated with the Racine 


Trades and Labor Council are assis'- 


ing in the struggle. between the local 


union of the International Iron 


Molders’ Association against E. HI. 
Walker & Co., and the J. I. Case 
Thrashing Machine Co. Non-union 
molders have been brought here to 
take the places of the strikers at the 
Case foundry. and foundrymen in Wis- 
consin and Illinois are assisting in the 
effort to squelch the Iron Molders’ 
Union by making castings for the Case 


company 


“The Case company’s molders walked 
out nearly a year ago because ad- 
vandes in the scale of wages were re- 
fused. Strike-breakers were imported 
and lodged in hotels conducted by the 
company. Certain merchants who 
supplied the hotels were boycotted 
and their names plaeed on the unfair 
list. The result is that over 100 mem- 
bers of unions have been named as 
E in suits brought by mer- 


chants. 


With three score of factories in the 
city there have not been in the past 
five years many strikes. The Case 
Thrashing Machine company's trouble 
is still unsettled but the Case Plow 
Works won after a struggle of ten 


months. 


While unionism in Raine was very 
strong until a year ago, N appears that 
the promoters of the Citizens’ Alliance 
have taken many union men into their 
fold and now claim a membership of 
2500, as against 3000 in the union 
labor organizations. There is not a 
factory in the city that is not recog- 


nized as an open shop. 


Charles M. Freeman, president of 
the S. Freeman & Sons Manufactur- 
ing Co., in an interview, said: “Union- 
ism in Racine is today much weaker 
than it has been in years, as the menf 
have tired of being dictated to and 
called out on strikes and made to suf- 
fer because of the demands of a cer- 
tain few. Union labor, organizations 
in Racine may continue, but the 
majority of men will be independent. 
Union labor agitators have withdrawn 
from the battle, and now desire only 
to keep their unions intact. There 
appears to be a surplus of skilled 
laborers in Racine. although the 
average skilled laborer today is 
not so well trained in his 
craft as formerly. Each year 
apprentices enter factories and be- 
come skilled mechanics, but the sup- 
ply here, as in other cities, is greater 
than the demand, and men are com- 
pelled to seek work outside of foun- 
dries, machine shops or W 


rooms.“ 


H. M. Wallis, president Ind general 
manager of the Case Plow Works. 
said: “I am of the opinion that there 
is a*great decrease in skilled labor in 
this city because of the demand of 
union labor organizations that the ap- 
prentice ratio be decreased, and thus 
the labor unions are largely respon- 
sible for the decrease and a shortage 
follows. The labor unions are not as

Work Perfects Invention for Con- 
trol of Automobiles.

Three and a half years ago Buel H. 
Green, who resides at No. 469 Grand 
View avenue, was a student in the 
University of Southern California, when 
his eyes failed him and he had to give 
up his studies. 

He immediately seized upon an idea 
that had punctuated his brain when

it, concerning the control of automo- 
biles. 

Though no machinist, never having 
had the slightest training in that dtrec- 
tien, he set about developing his idea, 
and he never let go.

$100,000,000 over the record of the pre- 
vious year. 

Increasing the wealth of the nation 
by that figure a year! No wonder the 
value of real estate has gone up. These 
vast sums must find investment in some 
way. The increase of wealth last year 
from this source was $358,024,554, more 
than in 1895, just ten years before. 
That t an Increase of nearly 200 per 
cent., 20 per cent. a year. My, is that 
not making money? Only Los Angeles 
real estate can compare with that. ‘The 
figures representing our wealth this 
year are larger than those standing 
for all the commerce of the country, 
exports and imports combined were, 
thirty years ago. That is less than one 
generation. The sum is greater by 
$140,000,000 than was that of all our 
commerce, export and import, forty 
years ago, when the great Civil War 
came to an end.

We make all due allowances for the 
writer; personal disappointment, fail- 
ure that may be quile undeserved, is 
apt to make a man take the most dis- 
mal view of his whole environment. 
But such a letter, even tough it may 


never have been intended for public 


print, is a wrong to the State. Readers 
at a distance and with incomplete 
knowledge of the facts do not pause 
to consider that even many individual 
experiences of failure would not impair 
the truth of California's story of prog- 
ress and prosperity. There are spots 
upon, the sun, but they cannor dim its 
effulgeuce. So when reports of indl- 
Vidual disappointment are made the 
basis of a wholesale indictment against 
California, we have merely by way of 
answer to point to our general record— 
to Our-great fruit and other exports, 
our expanding industries, our rapidly 
and continuously increasing population, 
our thriving cities, our beautiful homes 
everywhere in country and in town, the 
happiness and comfort .enjoyed by the 
vast majority of our community. 


NCREASE OF LAWLESSNESS. 


A few months ago, 
Magazine, there was published an ar- 
ticle by S. 8. McClure, on the increase 
of lawlessness in the United States. 
The startling fact was brought out 
that there are at present four and one 
half times as many murders and homi- 
cides for each million of people in the 
country as there were in 1881. The 
mere statement of this fact should cer- 
tainly be sufficient to cause even a 
superficial thinker to pause and reflect. 

In seeking for the causes of this la- 
mentable condition of affairs we run, 
first, against the delays of justice. Ap- 
peals are allowed on the most trivial 
technicalities, so that it is proverbially 
difficult to convict a man who has 
plenty of money at his command to 
hire able lawyers. When a conviction 
is reached, in such cases, it is usually 
because public opinion has been thor- 
oughly aroused. So great has this evil 
become that a judge recently suggested 
that it would be a good idea to do 


away with appeals altogether in crim- 


inal cases. 

We cannot shift responsibility for this 
condition of affairs on foreign immi- 
gration. On this subject, McChure, re- 
ferring to the foreign-born population 
of the country, according to the last 
census, says: 

“Of these “rrr people onl 
from Russia (424,096) came from a 
country where — are more murders 
and homicides than there are here, and 
even in Russia. the percentage but 
slightly exceeds ours. The other 9,932,- 
548 came frem countries no one of 
which has half as many murders and 
homicides per million of population as 
we do. And 2,788,304 of them (those 
from England, Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales) came from countries where 
murders and homicides are less than 
one-tenth as common as they are here. 
Furthermore, American States in which 
American blood is purest, Kentucky for 
instance, have their full share of crime. 
So the records of murders and homi- 
cides in. the various countries seem to 
show that foreigners in the 
States acquire most of their disrespect 
for law after they.come among us.“ 


One of the leading causes of crime. 


may undoubtedly be found in the pass- 


Ing. by States and municipalities, of a 


myriad of laws, many of which do not 
have the indorsement ‘of a majority of 
the people. As soon as a law is winked 


at and disregarded, the seeds of lawless- 


ness begin to sprout among the peopie, 
with dangerous results. If a law #s 
bad, the best way to do is to enforce 
it strietly, then there will be a general 
demand for its repeal. To permit a 
jaw to remain on the statute boul: and 
to fail to enforce it is to hold ou a 
dangerous object lesson to the growing 
generation. 


AMBLING. 
A recent dispatch from London 
stated that some striking facts are 


given there to show the rapid Spread of 
gambling in all classes It may sur- 
prise even Americans to learn that in 
five and a half years no fewer than 
eighty cases of suicide, 321 embezzie- 
ments and 191 bankruptcies appeared 
on the records of courts, owing to pro- 
fessiona! betting. The sum of $25,00°,- 
000 is estimated by Sir R. Giffen as an- 
nually going into the pockets of book- 


makers. This social cancer affects the 
young as well as the old, and both 
sexes, 


This is still more true of the United 
States than it is of Great Britain. 
Gambling is in some ‘respects the worst 


of all the vices that prevail among 
men. When a man is once thoroughly 


impregnated with the gambling. mania 
his moral consciousness is entirely un- 
dermined. ‘Nothing is sacred to him 
any more, neither family, nor society, 
nor country. Nor is gambling by any 
means confined to games of chance and 
race tracks. The stock exchanges of 
eur leading citles are mainly gambling 


resorts. The mania for gambling 
among Americans is largely due to the 
publication in sensational papers of 


glowing descriptions of vast wealth ac- 
cumulated within a few years or 
months in “get-rich-quick” schemes of 
various. kinds. They fail to record the 
thausands of cases in which men have 
lost all~not only money, but honor, and 
often life. 
While we are preaching against 
“graft’ let us not overlook gambling, 
for in a majority of cases it will be 
found that gambling is at the bottom 
of graft.

John M. Glass, ex-Chief of Police, 
came in from the strawberry fields of 
Gardena yesterday morning to tender 
his services to Mayor McAleer as esuc- 
cessor to Chief Hammel. 

Prior to this visit, it is asserted, two 
Romane of the Police Board went out 
to the berry country to invite this 
modern C incinnatus to discard his pas- 
toral occupation and come in and be 
starred on the police circuit. 

Yesterday's developments would 
em to indicate that this invitation, 
if extended, was slightly premature. 

Mayor's Clerk McKeag was poring 
industriously over the minute book of 
the Fire Commission when the grizzled 
ez-Chief strode into the outer sanc- 
tum. “Kindly inform your chief that 
John M. Glass presents his compliments 
to Mayor McAleer and requests the 
honor of an interview.” 

Considerably overawed, McKeag 
dropped his fountain pen and hastened 
to the inner office. 

“The Mayor desires to know the na- 
ture of ywut business with him,” dip- 
lomaticaily explained McKeag, a mo- 
ment later. 

“Um—er-—tell Mayor McAleer that I 
desire to speak with him concerning 
the selection of a successor to Chief 
Hammel!“

Forty-horse Machine Weighs 
Tess Than a Ton. 


New and Startling Innova- 
tions in Practice. 

Ever since the automobile began, 
manufacturers have labored long and 
hard to simplify the standard type of 
four-cycle water-cool motor with 


Varying degrees of success. 
Now, after six months of painstak- 


ing work, a bright young Los An-

The salient features of Mr. Stamm's 
Machine are its unique engine, its phe- 
nomenal facility of control, and a spe- 
tially designed transmission which the 
inventor claims to be far superior to 
anything now on the market. 

In appearance the Stamm "mobile its 
not a radical departure from the 
recognized type of touring car. with 
long wheel base, four cylinder engine 
det on the longitudinal axis of the car 
and driving shafted to bevel gearings. 
In appearance it very much resembles 
the French cars. 

Completely covered by patent, a most 
remarkable device for cooling the big 
cylinders is put in to operation by Mr. 
Stamm, who uses no blower or other 
forced draft attachment other than the 
air cufrents created by the car while 
m motion.

Arthur Redfern will be the next of 
the American riders to join the Euro- 
pean invasion and endeavor to repeat 
the performances on the other side of 
Maher, Sloan, Taral, O'Connor, and 
other stars.

Inability to make the low scale of 
weights that is demanded of the riders 
in this country has determined Redfern 
to forsake the tracks here in favor of 
the other side. When the opening of 
the present season arrived Redfern 
found that he had increased in weight 
so much during the winter that he was 
unable to make less than 112 pounds 
without the most vigorous kind of 
training. He hoped that when the 
warmer weather set in training would 
be easier and that he would be able to 
make 110 pounds, but the task has been 
too hard and he has given up the at- | 
tempt. 

Redfern hes been a jockey for ten 
years, having ridden his first race on 
the tracks about Chicago, principally 
Roby, Ind.

Is there any degradation more ab- 
ject, and slavery more absolute than 
they are now sure to igvolve? Every 
now and then the community stands 
aghast at some vast system of pillage 
or some tragedy of horror in which a 
poor wretch rather than face his 
creditors drowns himself or blows out 
his brains. A dozen et his friends, 
hastily gathered and 4 hastily dis- 
ed. register their verdict of sui- 
erde, occasioned by financial difficul- 
ties and the story is soon forgotten. 

I am called to treat séores of people 
with shattered brains and nerves—but 
they are not the fruits of overwork.

lust of riches; the vulgar snobbishness 
that chose exclusively the fellowship 


or the ways of rich men—greed and

Their directoral chicanery 
in connection with great corporations 
is one of the deepest stains on our 
commercial honor. 
These are the capitalists with whom 
honest men can hold no intercourse. 
(a) Managers and directors, who, by 
manipulation of the stock market in 
collusion with others, artificially de- 
press values to the loss of felow in- 
vestors. (b) Managers and directors 
of vast corporations who withhold 
regular reports for their own personal 
advantage. (e) Managers and direc- 
tors who employ intricate and obscure 
systems of bookkeeping which mislead 
or dece've. 
By such methods as these, great for- 
tunes have been made which do not 
honestiy belong to their possessors. 
As certainly as the tendency of the 
age is to combine or focus interests in 
the field of capital, there will and must 
be a similar movement among the peo- 
ple at large. The trade union has 
come to stay, and it is a tremendous 
| force which must be reckoned with in 
a sane, careful and respectful way. 
The man who does not wish to join a 
union must not be forced to, but 
neither must the man who is a union- 
ist be compelled to forego his union 
while the employer is at liberty to 
join a trust.

Oleveland reports $1,137,770, a gain of 
50 per cent.; Davenport, $146,525, a 
Im of 282 per cent.; Des Moines, 
822, an increase of 556 per cent.; 
Hartford, $611,557, a gain of 249 per 
cent.; Louisville, $408,805, an increase 
of 169 per cent.; Minneapolis, $881,975, 
a gain of 89 per cent.; the Borough of 
Manhattan, $16,430,500, an increase of 
108 per cent.; the Bronx, $5,022,860, a 
gain of 38 per cent. Omaha shows a 
gain of 464 per cent.; St. Louis, 138; 
Terra Haute, 120; Whilkesbarre, 720; 
Winnipeg, 150. Many other cities 
show an increase almost equally large, 
while the losses reported are few in 
number and the percentage much 
smaller. Coming from al! sections of 
the country these reports indicate that 
the present year will prove a record- 
breaker in building operations, since 
the heat of midsummer has not tended 
to slacken the remarkable movement 
reported in previous months. It is 
gratifying to note that this remark-

“France did not have Itallan opera 
until 1645, eighteen years after Ger- 
many, but it preceded Germany in 
founding a national opera of its own.

In the matter of wall designed 


to supply the demands of the multitude, 
it is impossible to establigh any abso- 
lute standard of taste. The designer, 
therefore, is obliged to study both the 
requirements and limitations of his art 
and the whims and notions of a varied 
public. With these ever in mind, he 


undertakes to gét the best possible dec- 
orative results. 
Speaking in general te a design 


should be graceful, flat, with good 
balance of line and color; It should 
have flowing curves and $n absence 
of petty details, with a ¥ 
ward growth and an absejice of diag- 
onal lines. It must be something in- 
herently beautiful. 7 

The designer, therefore, must be both 
an idealist and an inventor—an ideal- 
ist, because the mere reafistie repro- 
duction of anything by way of a pat- 
tern in mural decoration is undesir- 
able, even the most skillful copy being 
out of place in wall paper; an invent- | 
or, because every step in general cul- 
ture demands a corresponding step in 
designs, and the man without Mmvent- 
iveness is prone to be a gervile copy- 
ist and to lag behind his times, to the 
detriment of the art he practices. 

Designers have established certain 
principles which it may be well to 
summarize here, that the reader may 
understand some of the difficulties in- 
cident to the production of an artistic. 
piece of wall paper. No one portion 
of the —— should be ugduly prom- 
inent and assert itself to the detriment 
of che paper as a whole. All purely 
decorative designs are buf a tissue of 
repetition, and the lines must be so 
repeated as not to leave ugly gaps or 
to-make awkward forms. Above all, 
no combination of lines colors 
must be regarded as a picture, but must 
be considered from the paint of view 
of making a harmonious and graceful 
decoration when repeated qver a broad 
expanse of surface. Hencg, by an ex- 
ercise of imagination, tke designer

figures thus repeated. He must balance 
his forms and his colors with a nicety, 
else the product, when completed, will 
be a sorry disappointment; 
After a completed spetch is made, and 
is transferred to the ground on which 
it is to serve as a decoration, the all- 
important matter of the chlor scheme 
has to be determined. Magses of color 
have to be put in broadly and simply, | 
otherwise the colors are apt to look | 
like disfiguring blots. Fing details, as | 
a rule, are out of place since they. 
are apt to militate agaijst artistic 
results and at the ame time 
are a handicap to the manufacturer, 
since it must ever be borne in mind 
that a design that lends itgelf to omy 
one color scheme is apt to be a finan- 
cial failure. It is the old question of 
tastes, cultivated and uncyltivated. A 
given design in one color s¢heme would 
please a certain class of purchasers 
and possibly displease a fore numer- 
ous class. One will demand a combina- 
tion of blues, another of buffs, another 
of reds, and so on; and it is therefore 
of prime importance to the manufac- 
turer to have designs that are sus- 
ceptible of different treatments, so as 
to make his accepted designs meet the 
demands of the greatest possible num- 
ber of customers. 5 
The methods of producing wall paper 
are, perhaps, the most fascinating of 
any employed in artistic manufactur- 
ing. It seems impossible that the 
@ainty little chamber papar, with its 
pink blossoms and moiré: silk back- 
ground, could have come gut of that 
great lumbering machine, with its 
seemingly unpropitious exvironment. 
And yet the mechanical trivances 
are so cunningly devised ‘that a se- 
rious mishap is almost unk#iown. Pails 
of color run into little tropezhs under 
the machines, and bundle of paper 
fed in at another place by turesquely 
spattered boys, yleld just the result 
desired. 
Manufacturers divide all‘wall paper 
into two general classes, hand“ and 
“machine.” The former is;practically 
the original method of the paper- 
stalners.“ as they were called. when the 
work was done on separate sheets (f 
paper, long before the art of making 
a continuous strip was Known. By 
this method many results afe obtained 
which are impossible in the machine-- 
made article, the colors befhe applied 
block by block, each colot being al- 
lowed to dry before the nextiis applied: , 
Machines are made in se¥eral sizes, 
those for patterns of one lor up to 
the great twelve-eolor“ machines. 
Beyond this size it has not heen found 
practicable to build them. The prin- 
ciple of the machine is véry simple. 
It consists of a slowly revolging drum,

of pink blotches; passing on its course 
it receives a number of deeper reds 
and still farther on a very deep tone. 
If we stopped it there, we should see a 
beautiful rose, with no stems or leaves. 


But going on, it is met by the roller 


whose work it is to print the “light 
leaf,” as it would be called. then a 
deeper shadow, and perhaps a se-ies 


of shades used in the modeling. Thus 


the paper passes in its course around 
one revolution of this drum and makes 
its complete collection of an impres- 
sion from each roller in turn. It is 
then taken off to the “racks” by 
clever mechanical contrivances, to 
hang in loose festoons over the steam- 
heated pipes to dry. 

- There is, perhaps, no part of the In- 
dustry so bewildering to the outaider 
as these same little rollers. In ac- 
curacy of work and intrinsic beauty 
they are marvelous. They are made 
of selected maple, and upon the bean- 
tifully finished surface of each roller 
the design is accurately traced. If it 
be a design in “six colors,” six rollers 
are prepared, each having the whole 
pattern traced upon its surface. Then 
each roller is given its particular of- 
fice by having its own color built up 
— the surface of the roller, like a 

pe. 

This is done by what is called 
“brassing,” which consists of cutting 
into the roller at the outer edge of 


one of the colors on its surface, and. 


then driving a ribbon of brass into 
this cleft until it stands up about a 
half-inch, forming a little wall about 
this element of the design. The space 
inside this little inclosure is fitted 
with a pad of felt, which is to take 


the color in the operation of print- 


ing. The skill and accuracy required 
in cutting these brassed rollers is 
wonderful. The “block-cutter,” as he 
is called, looks for a moment at some 
complicated curve, and with a few 
twists he has fashioned the strip of 
brass which he holds in his hand in 
exact imitation of the form, and the 
strip of brass is hammered into the 
rolier.—[{Brush and Pencil.

LOSE AGAIN.

Mezico Moves to Suppress 
National Vice. 


Will Refuse Renewal of Ex- 
piring Franchises. 
| — 2 — 
Are Developing a Nation of 
Gamblers, Tis Said. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
MEXICO CITY, Aug. 11—It is the 
intention of the Mexican government to 
limit gambling in the republic as much 
as possible, and ultimately to suppress 
the public and private lotteries. The 
authorities are alive to the fact that 
the Mexican public at large is per- 
meated with the gambling habit, but at 
the same time, appreciate the injury 
done to the country by having the 
minds of the people directed to gam- 
bling schemes instead of legitimate en- 
terprises, as generally understood. 

The Mexican government finds itself 
in such a position at the present time 
that it cannot suppress the lotteries in 
the Federal district for the reason that 
the two franchises granted the Nation- 
al Lottery and the Beneficencia Lot- 
tery, do fot expire for about eight- 
een months. The latter lottery was 
granted a franchise for twenty-five 
years for which the government re- 
celved, in cash, $300,000, and has to 
live out this obligation. Upon the con- 
clusion of the two grants they will not 
be renewed, and this is in line with 
the growing policy of the government, 
whereunder it has suppressed al- 
ready some twenty-five lottery schemes 
leaving only the two concerns above 
mentioned.

district is due to Gov. Guillermo Landa 
y Escandon, who is called the Reform 
Governor. He is a man oniy about 55 
years old, but was educated in England 
and has advanced ideas along every 
line.

He probably cleared 4 in the 
first twenty-five years, $20,000,000, of 
which 50.

The “Palace of Tears,” the handsome 
three-story building on the corner of 
Gante and Independencla streets, was 
built with the money he made. It is 
still called the Pack of Cards,” from 
the fact that it has just forty windows, 
the number of cards in a Spanish deck, 
which has no eight, nine or ten spots. 
Each window is named after a card. 
Sefior Marte) had nearly 300 employés 
and the lowest salary paid was $6 a 
day. Law and sentiment have now 
interfered in Mexico, and this fair cap- 
jial can never become what was proph- 
esied, the Monte Carlo of the West. 

The reform movement against gam- 
bling commenced in the summer of 
1903, and the first movement was 
against gambling in the Jockey Club. 
Since August, 1903, female dilllard 
players were eliminated from so-called 
“academies.” They are allowed now 
only in the restricted zone, to which 
the government lash confines this in- 
sidious vice. The more recent enact- 
ments were inaugurated in January, 
1905. 

The publicity given to the sale of 
lottery tickets is its element of danger, 
for the temptation is flaunted in the 
faces of the people on every street. 
The lottery habit is one that is easily 
educated and in this connection the 
recent action of the Federal District 
Street Car Company in creating a lot- 
tery scheme for the sale of tickets, is 
to the point. The street car company 
in July had an issue of 7,000,000 tickets 
and is said to- be making now $2000 
a day more than it did before Its lot- 
tery scheme was started. These tickets 
range from two cents to thirty cents, 
and about half the fares are of six 
cents. The conductors get one per cent, 
on their sales of tickets and the passen- 
gers are entitled to drawings in the 
lottery at the end of each month. 

The Ctty of Mexico witnesses four 
principal lottery drawings and a num- 
ber of minor drawings each month. 
which means tens of thousands of tick- 
ets sold to the complaisant public due 
to the persistence of the ticket sellers 
and the confirmed habit in gambling. 
Anyone with a cool head can see by 
the published lists of the drawings that 
if he wins in regularly playing the 
lotteries, he must indeed be lucky. 
The National Lottery in its principal 
drawing, issues $200,000 worth of tick- 
ets, of which there are 698 prizes, 
amounting to $129,530, or about 65 per 
cent. of the amount received, the $70,- 
470 going into profit and loss and ex- 
pense account, especially profit. The 
Lottery of the Public Charities (Bene- 
ficencia,) in its $10,000 prize drawing 
Issues $28,000 worth of tickets with 340 
prizes amounting to a total of $17,700, 
or about 63 per cent., leaving a bal- 
ance of $10,300 lo pay expenses of issue, 
sale, and profit and loss. Allowing the 
usual 10 per cent. for selling the tick- 
ets, and 5 per cent. to cover incidentals, 
it does not take a man up a very high 
tree to see why lottery companies in 
Mexico can pay enormous dividends, 
even when run, as they are, on the 
strictest basis of integrity In the draw- 
ings of the prizes. Certainly the per- 
sistent lottery player must consider 
himself born under a lucky star, when 
he is willing to play against a sure 
loss on the-average of more than 35 
per cent,

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‘Germany's Little War. 

Aspong the many misunde: standings 
that are giving a most serious turn 
to the relations between Germany and 
Great Britain, the revolt in German 
Southwest Africa is not the least im- 
Portart. For nearly two years this ex- 
asp*ating “‘littie war’ has dragged 
fits tength along, and despite 
lavish expenditure of money and seri- 
ous loss of life the Germans teem to 
be powerless to suppress the native 
insurrection. The following telegram 
From Berlin, dated August 2, and taken 
from a London tewspeper, “te not only 
important for the news it carries, but 
for the ienplication it conveys: 

“The chief of the Hottentot rebeis, 
who fied into British territory some 
months ago, has crossed the German 

nter once more, and is gathering 
Wund him most of his troops. The 
@Gampaign in Southwest Africa has con- 
Gequentiy to be recommenced. It is 
hope that Gen. Trotha will succeed 

In surrounding the insurcents and cap- 
turing their chief.” 

The sting in this message lies in the 
Suggestion, which in scores of German 
papers becomes an open and angry 
accusation, that British territory is be- 
ing made a refuge for the fighting 
Hottentots and a base for their raids. 
Recriminations Fill the Air. 

Tho British newspapers fiing back 
the charge with full vigor of language. 
Thus writes the London Weekly, South 
Africa: “The statements in the tele- 
Gram from the Berlin correspondent of 
the Times relative to the dastardly 
caluminies which are being leveled 
there against the British authorities 
in Bechuanaland and Cape Colony are 
@ecarcely less extraordinary than the 
lamentable incapacity of the German 
military authorities to cope with the 
Herero rising. The cablegram from the 
game journal’s Cape Town correspond- 
ent, published (in part) on another 
Page, shows how utterly baseless are 
the sianders referred to.“ The journal 
then proceeds to point its retort by 
contrasting Germany's military prow- 
es to deal with a native war and that 
of England. The operations now go- 
fing or have so far cost the lives of 
ver 1100 Germans, besides 512 wounded 
fm action and 325 invalided home; cf 
the latter 238, or over 77 per cent., be- 
fing classed as permanent invalids. 
“Had there been the slightest grip of 


the situation,” continues the South 
African journal, “nothing like this 
loss of white lives need have 
been incurred. The Zululand cam- 


pan was a war against a 
military nation, compared with whorn 
the Southwest African natives are a 
feeble folk. Yet it was brought to a 
triumphant close for England with the 
total loss of 1186 killed. Then we are 
told that the Germans have already 
spent twelve and a half millions ster- 
ling (250,000,000 marks) on the Damara- 
land ¢ampaign—and achieved nothing. 
The cost of the Zulu war was £4,922,- 
141, rely more than a third of the 
formef amount! With all this, we 
* could sympathize with the Germans in 
their present straits; but they kill our 
Otherwise ready sympathy by their 
anders against England.“ This is a 
fair sample of the bitterly-fought press 
duel that has been goirg on between 
dhe two countries for a long time past, 
and which, both in Germany and in 
Englan@, has done so much, by inflam- 
ing papular opinion, to keep the dan- , 
ger of war between the two nations 
ever simmering. 
The Frontier Difficulty. 
The London Times alludes to “the 
apparent practice of German column- 
commanders to hustle the natives over 
the British border and to regard a 
rive“ of this kind as a success.” These 
natives no doubt, later return to 
their own country—that is to say, Ger- 
man territory. and resume their cam- 
alen of implacable rebellion. But 
, along a vast frontier line, and in a 
region sparsely inhabited by white 
men, complete prevention of such tac- 
tics is impossible, unless the British 
army itself were to take the field. This 
view of the matter, alti.ough made the 
subject of denunciation in the German 
prese, is admitted by the German au- 
thoritieR themselves as the reasonable 
one. Thus Baron Von Nettelbladt, re- 
cently returned from the scene of trou- 
ble, was asked point blank by a cor- 
respondent of the London Morning 
Post whether he joined in accusing 
any British colonial authority or of- 
ficial of abetting the natives. His re- 
ply was as follows: “Not for a mo- 
ment. On the contrary, all have ex- 
pressed sentiments quite in the oppo- 
site sense. The worst individual case 
of gun-running that I know of person- 
ally, in which the offended has actu- 
ally ted to me of his doings, is 
that of a creature, born German, who 
afterwards naturalized into another 
mationality. I wish to repeat very ex- 
licitly that the attitude of Lord Sel- 
e and the Cape authorities toward 
the Germans in connection with the re- 
bellion is very friendly, but that the 
effect of the policy pursued is to in- 
crease our difficulties enormously. This 
I do not attribute to ill-intention, but 
to the fact that, owing to the vastness 
of the border, it is a matter of sheer 
impossibility to observe a true neu- 
trality.” 


* Dangerous Situation. 

In another passage of the interview 
above quoted, the baron sets down the 
cost of the war to date as 220,000,000. 
or $100,000,000, which in his own words 
is “worth more than the whole coun- 
try many times over,” and he proceeds 
to make this appeal: “Surely it would 
be wise of the two European govern- 
ments concerned to cooperate as far as 
may be in the interests of civilized 
government, and remembering that the 
subjects of both have lost their lives 
Dy the acts of the rebels.“ But in 
the present state of feeling between 
the two nations, and with the memory 
of the virulence of the German press 
throughout the Boer War still rank- 
ling in most Englishmen'’s minds, the 
chances of such friendly coiperatioa 
dare very sim. From the British point 
of view Germany is in a mess of her 
own making, and should be left ‘to 
flounder but of !t as best she can. The 
whole controversy, however, throws a 
flood of licht upon the general situa- 
tion, and helps to explain the Associ- 


ated Press telegram from vag ub- 
lished in last Fridays Times, which 
stated that “the relations 8.— 


Great Britain and Germany have re- 
cently been on the point of breaking 
to an extent beyond the knowledge of 
the public,” and that at this very mo- 
ment “a serious situation exists.” 
Southwest Africa would not be the 
actual cause of the rupture. should 
such unhappily take place. but the 
story connected with it shows the 
state of mental exacerbation that must 
render difficult the peaceful adjust 
ment of other differences. 

Conscription for England. 

Meanwhile in England Lord Roberts 
fs boldly pursuing a compaign for out- 
and-out conscription—or, as he phrases 
tt “untversal training and service for 
home defense.” In a recent speech de- 
livered before a special meeting of 
the London Chamber of Commerce, he 
reiterated: his alarmist statement pre- 
viously made in the House of Lords 
to the effect that the British army is 
at this moment as absolutely unfitted

and unprepared for * as at the out- 
break of the conflict: with the Boers. 
He argues that, in the event of a Eu- 
ropean war, the c intty would require 
men for service 
Under the éxisting organiza- 
tion no more than about 200,000 British 
soldiers could be mobilized for the de- 
experience 
of the South Afrcan War as a guide, it 
whether more than 50,000 
militia and about the same number of 
could be depended on to 
undertake the obligations of oversea 
servicc. Add to this, say, 30,000 co- 
lonial troc,s, ‘and a total of 330,000 is 
shown against a requirement of 500.

Mining and Timber Resources. 

The railroati will not merely penefit 
agriculture, but it will throw open 
new regions to mining and to lumber- 
ing. Timber supplies, now practically 
inaccessible through want of transpor- 
tation facilities, will be made avail- 
able, and even during surveying work 
the proofs have been afforded that 
there are rich deposits of coal, oil, 
iron, copper, tin, nickel, phosphates 
and other minerals in the hitherto un- 
explored regions. Already along the 
line of the “blazed trail” mining camp-⸗ 
have sprung up, and one of these al- 
ready claims a production in six weeks 
of $2,300,000 in silver, this without prop- 
er machinery and with mere makeshift 
appliances. So, with the big railway 
scheme under way, and vistas of de- 
delpment opening up in all directions 
along the route, it is small wonder 
that Canada is fairly humming with 
a spirit of optimism. 

A Valuable Drug Plant. 

In the experimental garden at Port- 
land Exposition there will be found 
a small inclosed area devoted to the 
famous Chinese plant ginseng. The 
figures displayed, showing the possible 
return per acre, are enough to make 
the mouths of American horticultur- 
ists water. Without taking too much 
stock of these, the fact is undoubted 
that the growing of the ginseng root 
is a very profitable industry, and that 
the soil of the West Coast is well 
adapted to the cultivation of the plant. 
In view of the interest awakened in 
the subject, Consul-Generaj Bragg of 
Hongkong has collected all the infor- 
mation available, and incorporated it in 
a report to the Department of Trade 
and Commerce. Those desiring the full 
details as to cultivation and market - 
ing hould make application for the 

But the following particu- 
—— will be read with general inter- 
est: Ginseng, it appears, is indigenous 
not merely in Northern Asia and Japan, 
but also in certain sections of the 
United States. Its roots, from time 
immemorial, have been used by the 
Chinese, who possess the greatest faith 
in its medicinal preperties. Scientists, 
says Consul-General Bragg, may be 
inclined to speak lightly of the vir- 
tues of ginseng, but the Chinese, after 
centuries of use, indorse it as a supe- 
rior tonic and invigorator, and hence 
the market for its sale will be lasting 
and reliable. 

Putting Ginseng on the Market 

Rolling and hilly land seems to be 
best suited for the cutivation of the 
plant. It has an annua! stock, but its 
roots are perennial. It matures during 
the third year of growth. The flowers 
produce clusters of green berries, and 
when these ripen and fall the stalk with- 
ers away, to reappear the succeeding 
spring. The shape of the root is fan- 
tastic, with queer straggling legs. and 
arms. In digging and drying it, the 
neck must be left on as a proof of 
genuineness. The small fibrous roots 
are rubbed off, but the main root must 
be broken as little as possible, and 
made perfectly clean. The roots should 
be packed in barrels or cases weighing. 
net, 200 to 250 pounds, and shipped 
to Hongkong, the best market, as there 
ginseng roots are in steady demand. 
Values of course vary slightly, but the 
average price for the best grade work 
out to close upon $10 per pound. This 
is for wild ginseng, which is generally 
preferred by the consumer, under the 
belief that cultivation and fertiliza- 
tion may have a tendency to detract 
from the quality of the plant. Culti- 
vated roots bring from 15 to 20 per. 
cent. lower. The best roots are those 
of a dark yellowish color, and the 
larger and heavier the roots are the 
better. Also old roots command the 
best prices, as age is believed to add 
to the medieinal virtue of the plant.

But there is 
absolutely no carbonic acid to relleve 
the taste with a pleasant sense of tin- 
gle.

They have 
among other baths, mud baths. Same 
as our own at “Arrowhead.” Fact, is, 
spoken in the dialect of Yorkshire— 
and that can give Hoosier dialect aces 
and spades on unintelligibility and then 
beat it—the two names sound very 
similar.

Here he 
has sustainci his most galling disas- 
ters; here he has been routed and 

Mouted and despised even by those 
whom he would lead to poverty and 
disgrace.

with prospects and he in control—that 
is something worth while!

Schmitz and his cohorts, is clutching

Ruef’s over-weaning vanity has been 
his sustaining force, but now that he 
has been beaten and humiliated his 
fighting foundation ¢ fallen from 
beneath him and he is wallowing in 
the mire of disappointyhent and de- 
spair. And in this plight he is show- 
ing more than ever before, the kind 
of stuff of which he is made. 

His latest scheme, which has just 
been launched, is as one more step in 
his headlong plunging th destruction. 
It reveals clearly his treqchery and de- 
ceit. Ruef intends, it ig declared, to 
rally his delegates who were elected 
at the Republican p ry, call them 
into a caucus a day or two before the 
time set for the union fabor conven- 
tion and take his delegates, to all in- 
tents and purposes, into fhe. labor con- 
vention. Ruef also anticipates forc- 
the Election Commissioners to 
give his delegates’ caucus the dignity 
of a convention and secure for Schmitz 
a place on the official ballot under a 
Republican designation, as well as be- 
ing on the Union Labor ticket. 

If Ruef executes this plan his dele- 
gates will not be in the regularly con- 
stituted Republican convention at all. 
and this will result in a uhanimous Re- 
publican nomination for a mayorality 
candidate and other candidates. 
WATERLOO IN STORE FOR RUEF. 

So it is that the forceg.of decency 
do not care much what Ruef does.

A LOVELY PAIR. 

A telegram received from Philadel- 
phia states that Alexander Dijeau and 
Michael Casey, two of San Francisco’s 
grafting labor leaders, nearly came to 
blows at the convention of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters The 
controversy came up through adverse 
criticism by the committee on officers’: 
reports on strictures made by Casey 
regarding the troubles that had ex- 
isted between the Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion of San Francisco and a coépera- 
tive milk association since abandoned 
that was formed by the Street Car 
Men’s Union. 

Dijeau jumped to his feet and ac- 
cused Casey of trying to disrupt the 
Milk Wagon Drivers’ Union and of 
other un-union practices. This state- 
ment brought John McLaughlin an- 
other well known San “Francisco 
grafter to his feet with the retort that 
Dijeau was “the parasite of the Pacific 
Coast and a genuine faker.” Mo- 
Laughlin then proceeded to enumerate 
the following positions now held by 
Dijeau:—Salaried offices with two 
teamsters’ unions, promoter of prize 
fights, as president of the San Fran- 
cisco Athletic Club, photographer. 
third vice-president of the Teamsters’ 
International Union and a place on 
San Francisco’s municipal pay roH- 
The enumeration was by jeers 
and the giving of the lie direct to Di- 
jeau by Casey on his (Dijeau's) state- 
ment of the San Francisco trouble. 
The men would have engaged in 4 
rough and tumble fight had not their 
friends intervened. San Francisco 
would have been greatly benefited had 
the two hoodlums been permitted to 
have broken each others’ heads. : 

At a recent meeting, the Waitresses 
Union and Lady Leg Pullers of the 
tenderloin dives decided to enter poli- 
tics and boost for the reéiection of 
Mayor Schmitz. While the ladies can- 
not vote, they can induce their “men” 
to cast a ballot in favor of the man 
who advocates the closed shop for the 
unions and the open shop for the 
houses of prostitution. 


THIS BOYCOTT A BLESSING. 

The thriving mining town of Jerome, 
Ariz., has a pecullar boycott which is 
proving a blessing for the place. The 
miners refuse to patronize the saloons. 


A Phoenix dispatch published in a 


northern paper tells the story as fol- 
lows: 

“Prior to the big Fourth of July cele- 
bration at Prescott, the saloon men 
of Jerome imported a man to lead 
their hose team in a contest against 
that of Prescott. When the miners 
learned that the fellow who was to do 
their honors was a ‘scab,’ they raised 
a protest which availed nothing. They 
declared that if the ‘scab’ were al- 
lowed to lead their team they would 
boycott all of the saloons and gam- 
bling houses in Jerome. No attention 
was paid to the threat, but the miners 
carried it out, even though the ‘scab’ 
was defeated in the contest. 

“Since that time the saloons have 
been suffering and some are prepar- 
ing to move to Prescott. The miners 
have increased their bank account by 
$50,000 since the boycott started, be- 
sides about $10,000 which they have 
sent out of town. They are now cir- 
culating a petition to the city council 
to drive gambling out of town.” 


FIGHT ON AT SANTA ROSA, 

Reports from the little town of 
Santa Rosa tell of the hard battle 
which is being fought by the respect- 
able citizens and business men against 
the overbearing labor unions. The 
trouble first started when a boycott 
was instigated against the teaming 
firm of Lee Bros., and soon spread to 
the lumber firms and building con- 
tractors who had their teaming done 
by the firm which had the temerity ‘o 
resist being buncoed by the union. 
The men working on the new city 
schoolhouse went out Thursday night 
because the contractors persisted in 
completing their contracts with Lee 
Bros. The Citizens’ Alliance has tak- 
en the situation in hand and will see 
that men desirous of working shall be 
free from molestation.

KENDRICK WAS 
OMNIPRESENT.

Santa Fe Official Kept Tab 
on Boilermakers. 


Learned Plans and Forestalled 
a, the Strikers. | 
— 2 | 
Reveals His K nowledge to the 
Grand President. 


What follows is a copy of a circular 
by Grand President Organizer George 
F. Dunn of the Boilermakers and Iron 
Shipbuilders of America, dated July 
20, and sent to the officers and mem- 
bers of the brotherhood. This organ- 
ization ordered a strike on the Santa 
Fé system a year ago, about the time 
when the machinists walked out and 
the interest in the circular lies in its 
revelations. It shows that third Vice- 
President Kendrick of the Santa Fe 

y was in constant touch with 
the movements of the labor organiza- 
tion, learning its plans, the contents 
of its correspondence, what was said 
and done at the meetings, everything, 
in fact, that was of any interest to the 
| company. The circular further shows 
that no reliance was to be placed in 
the favorable reports of the strike 
committee, or in certain subordinate 
leaders. The letter in full reads: 


“BOILER-MAKERS AND IRON SHIP- 
BUILDERS OF AMERICA. 
“Kensas City (Kan.) July 20, 1905. 
“To THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL, 
OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF 
THE BROTHERHOOD: 
Gentlemen and Brothers: After 
some length of time, Brother Fitz- 


ence with Mr. Kendrick, third vice- 
president of the Santa Fé System. We 
met at Mr. Kendrick’s office, Thurs- 
day, July 13, for four hours. We went 
over the Santa Fé trouble from the 
beginning up to the present date. It 
is not necessary to go into detalls on 
all matters as each lodge has received 
a circular containing Mr. Kendrick’s 
answer to Brother Gilthorpe's letter, 
in regard to that conference: 
there are so many things that I 
deem necessary, outside of i his 
reply to Brother Gilthorpe, that 
it is my duty to inform the lodges 
along the Santa Fé System of how 
close the Santa Fe officials are to all 


business transactions in the subor- 
dinate lodges. 
“Mr. Kendrick stated to Brother 


Fitzgerald and myself almost every 
word that was used in the Executive 
Council when Brothers Kyler, Donohue 
and Buell were appointed as organizers. 
He seemed to know directly the busi- 
ness of the council meeting. He stated 
to me the very remarks that I made 
at a meeting of Lodge No. 34, March 
1, which I could not deny, Brothers 
Johnson, Donohue, and myself. He 
also told me of a committee of five 
that I had appointed, and adjourned 
to a back room in a hotel to take up 
matters in regard to organizing the 
shop at Topeka. He told me what 
took place in that room, the sugges- 
tions that I made, etc.; what Brother 
Johnson had said and what Brother 
Donohue stated. He repeated to me 
my remarks at a meeting of Lodge No. 
34 in the afternoon of April 26. Gave 
me word for word what I said at that 
meeting. He had the date and day of 
the letter that I wrote to the lodges 
on the Santa Fé System telling them 
to cut down the strike rolls, stating 
that we could not afford to carry such 
men; he also gave me information of 
what different parties had said about 
me, and the letter that I wrote 
on that date. He told me of 
a letter written by Brother Gil- 
thorpe to the lodge in Needles by 
my instructions, informing them that 
there were two or three men drawing 
strike benefits illegally, two tending 
bar and one working in a grocery; 
gave every word that was in this let- 
ter. He told me of a letter I wrote 
June 13 to Brother Nightingale in To- 
peka, refusing to pay a bill that was 
sent here by brothers who went to 
Cincinnati to procure employment on 
a gasometer but didn't get it, and said 
they went on my say so. He stated 
that the lodge demanded my presence 
there and instructed Mr. Kyler to no- 
tify the Grand Secretary-Treasurer of 
same; also, their secretary wrote de- 
manding my presence on this matter. 
He has full knowledge of the lodges on 
the Santa Fé System that are making 
protests against Mr. Kyler being on this 
system; and about the district asking 
for Brother Kyler’s resignation as dis- 
trict president. He stated that Brother

“Il am sorry to state that the Bul- 
letin sent out from the Strike Com- 
mittee does not compare with the 
location sheet that the Santa Fe of- 
ficials have in regard to the condition 
of their engines. He claims to have 
over one thousand four hundred and 
thirty-five engines, of which 12% 
per cent. only. are in the shops. 

“More fire-boxes have been put in 
since last May a year than ever has 
been in the history of the road; and 
the power was never in better condi- 
tion than it is right now. He referred 
me to the running time of a special 
train that left Los . for 
Chicago, being 44 hours and 55 min- 
utes. He said, ‘Dunn, you can see 
that our power is not in very bad 


cause of engine failures; our boiler 
works do not average 8 per cent. of 
the engine failures we have on the 
system; in fact, up to this dete, we 
have not had a ger train enter 
the city of Chicago one minute late, all 
time-freights running on time; we 
have more business than we can pos- 
sibly take care of; we have eighty- 
five new engines coming in, in fact, 
we do not need any more boilermak- 
ers. We have all we need at present.’ 

“Mr. Kendrick stated that when the 
committee had waited on the officials, 
on or about August 14, they gave him 
to understand that they would not go 
out on any sympathetic movement 
whatever with any other trades con- 
nected with the Santa Fé System; 
that nobody helped them and they 
were for themselves, unfortunately. 
He said, he believed the boilermakers 
were true to their statement; but, 
in a short time, he saw that they 
were not loyal and would not tell the 
truth and get the company with their 
pants down, but on the last siege he 
was prepared for all emergencies. 
While Brothers Donohue and Kyler 
were going over the system organiz- 
ing, they were hiring men to take our 
places any time that our members laid 
down their tools and went out. 

“It seems strange to me that the in- 
formation from this organization from 
each and every lodge on the Santa Fé 
System, that the officials know every 
transaction, know all the correspond- 
ence and everything that takes place 
in the organization. You surely must 
have some traitors in your ranks, as 
he has word for word for everything 
we send out of this office, every word 
that any members say, all transactions 
| of meetings, special meetings or any- 
thing pertaining to this Brotherhood. 
He knows it all up to the present date, 
where he gets it, is a mystery to me. 


“Mr. Kendrick stated plainly that. 


no man that had left the or 
the company, as long as he is on the 
Santa Fé System, will ever procure a 
position on that road, and no union 
man if he knows it. I shall never de- 
clare the strike off nor be a party to 
declare it off on the Santa Fe. I 
want to say to the members of the 
Santa Fé System that my advice is to 
get out and procure positions in 
other places, as this organization is 
not able and will not maintain the 
number of men that is on the Santa 
Fé System at the present time. I do 
not say that the strike is lost, but I 
do say that we want the members 
to plainly understand that we are in 
no position whatever to finance this 
trouble in the face of the statements 
that were made to Brother Fitzgerald 
and myself. The only chance that I 
can see of ever winning this battle 
is when we can get the men who are 
now taking our places to leave the 
service of the company and become 
members of this organization. It has 
never appeared to me that we are get- 
ting direct information from the 
subordinate lodges in regard to the 
conditions of the Santa Fé motive 
power. Those bulletins that were 
sent out do not compare with the ex- 
isting conditions of the road at the 
present time. They are coming and 
going apparently with as much ease 
as they did before our organization 
left the service of the company. 

“I can not see our way clear to 
carry this big strike roll. The coun- 
eil will meet here the 10th day of 
August, this statement will go before 
them and their action will be binding. 

“My recommendation to the mem- 
bers is, to go to other places and pro- 
cure employment, as there is lots of 
work in the different parts of the 
country, all there is to do is to go out 
and hunt it up. We are in no condi- 
tion whatever to carry the enormous 
strike roll that is on the Santa Fe 
at this time, likewise the same will be 
done on the Erie. 

“It has been the desire of the mem- 
bers of the Santa Fe System that I 
meet Mr. Kendrick. I have done so. 
I have given you his report, the same 
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work.

the rapid and legitimate accumulation 
of great wealth, than exists today in 

the islands of the Philippines. 
The wonderful opportunities for in- 
vestment mare generally unrealized, in- 
Adustries now in their infancy have a 
future whose horizon is unbounded, be- 
a © sides this is not only a country for 
the capitalist, but for the man with 
only reasonable means; a rich soil and 
kindly climate offering every induce- 

i ment to the settler. 

Contrary to the general belief; the 
American residents of the archipelago 
who conform to proper sanitary habits, 
find the islands just as healthy and far 
pee more delightful to live in than many 
1 parts of the United States; this is 


State that the general health of Amer- 
ican soldiers in camps on the islands, 
where good sanitary conditions prevail, 
compare favorably with that among 
those at home. 

In the East the Philippines are recog- 
nized as the coming center of commer- 
clay activity; their wonderful fertility, 
combined with the great mineral re- 
sources, Warrant the most sanguine ex- 
pectations, and prophesy a magnificent 
future; the best evidence of which is 
the firm and unwavering faith of those 
who are there, or have been, and have 
spied out the treasures. They have seen 
and are satisfied. Like Americans, 
they are hustling to achieve a desir- 
able end, Which is to acquire for them- 
Selves anf those who coijperate with 
them, a portion of the immense wealth 
that will be gained by and through the 
development of the great stores of 
treasure now lying dormant in nature's 
domain among the forests and fields of 
America’s new possessions. 

COMMERCIAL TRANSACTIONS. 

For hundreds of years the European 
merchants doing business on the 
islands have been content to deal with 
(the native Filipino.) 
through the medium of the Chinese 
purchasing agents, or middlemen, who 
control nearly 97 per cent. of all retail 
commercial operations in the archipel- 


ago. ; 

The result of this practice has not 
Only been the loss of many millions of 
dollars to the merchants and importers, 
in the shape of profits and commissions 
paid the Chinese each year, but it puts 
on the Philippine market an inferior 
quality of goods from which the best 
results have not been obtained, while 
the products of the islands are at the 
game time shipped off to European, 
Asiatic or American markets in the 
fame crude, unrefined condition they 
came from. the field or forest, passing 
through the hands of so many different 
Agents and dealers on their journey 
from the producer to the consumer that 
in many instances the selling price has 
advanced from 300 to 400 per cent., the 
quality not having improved in the 
least, yet nobody gets so very rich in 
2 the business in a short space of time, 

> as the profits are split up among many 
handlers and dealers. 

A corporation in a position to take 
the products of the islands in trade 
from the producer (or, better still, pro- 
duce them on their own plantations,) 
and place them direct with American 
consumers, can derive a profit from 
the business not obtained by any other 
industry now in existence, and should 
pay to its stockholders more money in 
dividends in a few years than the 
amount of their original investment. 

Patriotic Americans must naturally 
hope that our own people will quickly 
avail themselves of the opportunities 
and naturai wealth of the Philippines 
before the greatest advantages are 
reaped by énterprising foreigners. 

RICE THE STAPLE PRODUCT. 


The Filipino'’s chief breadstuff ts 
grown to the enormous amount of 36,- 
000,000 bushels annually, every spear of 
grain being produced by patient hand 
labor, nearly every kernel of rice be- 
ing thrashed by hand, and the hulls 
removed by. pounding in a rude mortar 
called a “lusong”™ with a long, heavy. 
pestle. 

The rice ground is called “paddy 
land.” and is divided into irregular- 
shaped plots by ridges of earth at va- 
: rying levels, in order that the rain or 
. irrigating water will be retained and 
allowed to settle slowly from level to 
Jevel, until {t passes out from the low- 
est plot to the trenches or river. 
| The rice shoots are grown in specially 
prepared seed plots, and upon the 
paddy land having deen prepared 
(which is accomplished by plowing and 
harrowing with rude implements while 
the ground fs covered with water, or bv 
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the plot until the surfatie is reduced 
to a soft mud) the shodts are taken 
from the seed plots and ¢ounted, then 
the whole neighborhood turns out, and 
after being supplied with bundles of 
the shoots, of which tally is kept, they 
proceed to plant each ohne by hand; 
ankle deep in the soft mud stand long 
rows of men, women and children, ex- 
tending from one side of the rice paddy 
to the other, rapidly ia incessantiv 
grasping the shoots (which are held 
under the left arm) with the right hand 
and plunging them into the black slime, 
until the whole surface hag been trans- 
planted to young rice shdots. 

The rice begins to ripen in October, 
and then it will seem almost incredible 
that those luxuriant crops covering 
broad fields, sometimes miles in extent, 
were planted stick by stock by “human 
hands.“ yet such is the ctise, and even 
then only a small part of the labor has 
bean accomplished, for the grain must 
— oF gathered, stacked, thrashed and 

The native method of réaping rice is 
to grasp a bunch of ripened stocks in 
the left hand, and by the aid of a rudc 
sickle or hook, tear and gut the grain 
from the stock; this is cafried in wick- 
er baskets by the women of the fam- 
lly to the uplands, it is fash- 
ion into huge “ric or “stacks,” 
and allowed to remain and sweat for 
weeks, when it is spread otit on a circu- 
lar plot of ground (that has been pre- 
pared for the occasjon by pounding 
and beating the earth into a smooth, 
hardened condition,) and thrashed 


either by hand flails, or more frequent- 
ly by having the children of the house- 
hold trample it out with their feet. 

The thrashing process having been 
accomplished, it must still have the 
hulls removed before it can be used as 
food, for which purpose thé natives use 
a rude wooden mortar ‘alled a lu- 
song. and a long, heavy: pestle. 

The girls of the household hull the 
rice for domestic use, sele¢ting the cool 
of the evening and out of doors for the 
work. Very pretty the village maiden 
looks as she stands beside the huge 
mortar, holding the heavy wooden pes- 
tle high above her head, While a trop- 
ical moon shines down upon her glit- 
tering tresses and rounded: arms; then 
bending swiftly to give force to the 
blow, she sends the end ot the pestle 
crushing into the glistenihk kernels of 
grain; few postures could display to 
better advantage the symietcy of form 
and agility of movement «hat is the na- 
tive maiden's heritage, than this work 
of “hulling rice.” ; Ba 

When hulling rice fof ‘commercial 
Purposes, several people stand around 
and work at one lusong and these 
persons can, by keeping very busily at 
work for ten hours per dab average to 
hull about one bushel each, nearly half 
of which will have the keffiels crushed 
or broken by the method used. This 
naturally reduces the mafket value of 
the crop, besides which a:¢onsiderable 
quantity of the kernels are thrown 
from the lusong' upon thé ground and 
wasted. 

Here is a field for Ameriéan agricul- 
tural machines, as the #ifference in 
price in the Manila markets, between 
rice in the hull or unshejled rice and 
commercial or shelled ri¢e, averages 
over 35 cents per bushel. Add to this 


possibly $95 per day for labor and the 
machinery, which 
would allow the owners afid operators 
a net profit of fully $1400. per day on 
their ‘investment, but wel win figure 
upon a basis for 10 cents for thrashing 
and 35 cents for hulling: alone. 
MANILA HEMP. 

This product allows of nd manner of 
competition from any other place or 
country in existence, us it is grown 
nowhere else on earth.“ | 

Manila hemp is a plant (or tree) 
which grows in most geréfous abun- 
dance (under cultivation) in seven of 
the largest islands of the group. 

There are probably at present up- 
ward of a million acres of Manila hemp 
lands under cultivation, or producing 
this valuable crop from natural growth, 
while there are undoubtedly more than 
three million acres of desirable Manila 
hemp lands available for production in 
the archipelago, if the nec ry labor 
be applied. |. Bis 
The market for Manila hemp is con- 
stantly increasing, and ha never been 
fully supplied, while even though the 
commodity has been in Constant use 
and the Filipinos have deen growing 
and producing the fiber for hundreds of 
years, the quality of the: output has 
never been improved, which has result- 
ed in the prices of the bätter grades 
steadily increasing, until today it com- 
mands from 9 to 12 cents per paund in 
the New York market, with:the demang 
greater than the supply. 
Manila hemp plants growing in theit 
natural state attain an average height 
of from nine to ten feet, but under cul- 
tivation go up to fifteen feet, with a di- 
ameter of seven to ten inghes at the 
base. 1 
The native method of preparing the 
fiber is to work in pairs, One cutting 
down the trees and tearing apart the 
sections (called basts) while the other 
draws them under the ‘ knife and 
scrapes the pulp (which fotzms a large 
proportion of the stalk.) froin the fiber, 
after which it is spread ‘put on the 
ground to dry, and right here is where 
the eventua! quality of the Aber should 
be safeguarded, but the shirtless na- 
tive takes no precaution and allows his 
hemp to remain on the Stound until! 
sufficiently dry to tie into buniales (call- 
ed picules,) even though it may get 
drenched by passing showers time and 
time again. 1 

This Manila fiber being of rr 
nature similar to „ Allowing it 
to come in contact wth water 
after having begun to cure or dry (and 
before it has become thoroughly cured.) 
will discolor the fiber and decrease its 
flexibility. consequently strength 
and lasting powers, which greatly re- 
duces the market value, and from this 
one reason can be attrfbuted the fact 
that 90 per cent. of the Manila hemp 
furnished the market the is of an in- 


ferior quality, while tie fact that 
it requires a full week of hard labor for 
two of these native hemp workers to 
prepare 300 pounds of fiber (and they 
are paid in proportion to the amount 
they prepare,) has encoufaged the 
workmen to resort to various mean)

The Chinaman ships the 
cured from the native de 
nearest river or seaport town, and re- 
sells it to a second Chinese purchasing 
agency, who will put it intotsmal! sall- 
boats (called ) and Ship it to 
the deep sea ports, where coasting 
steamers call. Here it is pregsed for the 
first time by hand power, operated after 
the fashion of our New England cider 
mills, at an average expense of $10 per 
ton, according to governmefit reports; 
then it is ready for sale tothe direct 
agents of the big hemp 5 PY who 
buy it and ship it up to Manila or 
over to Cebu (at another average 
cost of $10 per ton for transportation, 
according to government, reports,) 
where it is unloaded upon the wharves 
and the bales broken open, and the 
moisture it has collected on the voyage 
dried out by the heat of the gun. 

It is then carried inside the big hemp 
warehouses and graded into rs quali- 
ties by expert hemp sorters; then re- 
pressed into bales containing something 
over 250 pounds each, to be-ready tor 
our American consumers to wend over 
to Manila to buy; or to purchage from an 
agent of these big Manila hemp job- 
bers, who may be located if our own

The fact that government reports 
show an average cost of 
transportation from the. southern 
islands to Manila, while the steamship 
freight rates between Manila. and New 
York average only about $9.50 per ton, 
tells the whole story in a nutshell. 

FOREST PRODUCTS. 

The Gazetteer ot the Philippine 
Islands, compiled from govetnment re- 
ports, states in reference to the great 
natural forest wealth of the Philip- 
pines: “The forest wealth of the arch- 
ipelago is great in variety, quantity and 
quality,- 665 species of timber are to be 
found, among which are mahogany, 
ebony, teak, snake and many other spe- 
cies of the finest cabinet and fare woods 
known to man,” which can be placed 
in American markets in succ@ssful com- 
petition with the best South or Central 
American varieties, and at practically 
50 per cent. of their cost. 

Previous to American occupation very 
little lumber of any kind was exported 
from the country, as thé primitive 
methods of harvesting it,” combined 
with the unjust restrictions nd excess- 
ive royalty tax imposed by the Spanish 
authorities, made the busingss practi- 
cally unprofitable, while the primitive 


business everywhere throughout the 
archipelago, from the forest where they 
cut and hew the huge timers into a 
squared condition (wastifg enough 
good lumber to pay all the expenses of 
sawing and shipping the product to 
any market in the world,) tothe event- 
ual stripping out of the boards by the 
hand method shown in the Mustration, 
by which nearly 90 per cént. of the 
lumber now used in the archipelago is 
ripped out, increases the cost;of dressed 
lumber to such an extent, that not only 
in the country districts, Dut in the 
towns and cities also, the greater num- 
ber of the buildings are constructed of 
bamboo (for the frame Fork) and 
thatched with the leaves of the Nipa 
palm. These buildings are comfortable 
and very cheap to erect, buf. not at all 
durable, as they must be patched fre- 
quently, and completely rengwed every 
three or four years. 1 

Our government encou s the de- 
velopment of this source of great nat- 
ural wealth, with the result hat where 
there had been practically no Philip- 
pine wood imported here frevious to 
American occupation, in 1901 over §$3,- 
000,000 worth came to the United States 
from the Philippine Islands. 

On the islands themselves there is a 
strong, healthy market awaiting the 
enterprising pioneer lumberman, that 
will consume millions of, feet of lumber 
annually; this market will constantiy 
grow larger, and the d@mand for 
dressed lumber greater, as 4he indus- 
tries of the archipelago develop and ex- 
pand, and it should be an easy pos- 
sibility for the people operating lum- 
ber business in the archipelago, to dis- 
pose of enough scarf and ab board, 
and do enough sawmill work (for local 
men bringing in timber to bq sawed for 
their own use,) to pay the entire run- 
ning expenses of harvesting their own 
timber and operating the II. leaving 
them large quantities of valyable woods 
that will cost them only the transpor- 
tation from their mill to thé market. 

This would place them ia position 
to easily and successfully campete with 
the people who now supply American 
markets, while still leaving them a 
profit so large that they couj@ pay their 
stockholders frequent and jarge divi- 
dends upon their „* 

Amon me many other forest prod- 
ucts of the archipelago worthy of men- 
tion are the gutta percha tfees (whose 
valuable products are now: being ex- 
ported from the islands to he amount

for the successful culture of the rubber 
tree on commercial plantations than Is 
this same “Land of Promise, tle 


islands of the Philippines. 
The approximate cost of planting 
rubber trees will not exceed $2 per 


acre, the product of which at six years 
of age should bring, at the present 
market price of pure crude rubber, a 
return to the planter of from $400 to 
$500 per acre, and continue to live and 
yield gum in paying quantities for from 
thirty-five to forty years. 

Rubber can be obtained from any 
live rubber plant regardless of its age 
or size (but the quantity as well as 
the quality is naturally regulated by 
the age and thrift of the tree,) conse- 
quently by planting three times the 
number of rubber plants you desire for 
permanent growth, and by tapping 
one-third of them to death at the end 
of the third year, and one-third at the 
end of the fourth year, a much quicker 
return can be secured, and a revenue 
derived that will fully repay the plan- 
ter for all expenditures up to date, in- 
cluding the first cost of the land, its 
clearing, planting, attention to the or- 
chard and the tapping of the trees and 
gathering of the crude rubber, while 
some writers claim that an additional 
net earning of from $10 to $12 per acre 
will be secured. 

Commercial rubber culture 1s in its 
infancy, but the crying need of an ad- 
ditional source from which it can be 
derived opens up to the rubber planter 
a future bright with the promise of 
complete success, and a harvest of 
gold rarely, if ever, equaled in other 
fields. of industrial effort. 

The world's supply of crude rubber 
now comes chiefly from the South and 
Central American forests, with its 
product gathered from trees in their 
wild state, by half-civilized Indians, 
and controlled by the American rubber 
trust and from the great islands of 
Java and Borneo, with their 
products controlled by the British and 
Dutch governments. 

The visible supply of crude rubber 
coming from natural sources is so rap- 
idly being exhausted by the greed of 
the native gatherers (who are killing 
thousands of trees yearly by tapping 
them excessively,) that it is necessary 
for them to penetrate deeper and deep- 
er into the wild primitive forests each 
Fear, making it constantly harder to 
find and secure the necessary supply, 
and rapidly bringing the inevitable time 
nearer when even the great American 
rubber trust must turn to commercial 
rubber plantations for its supply of 
pure crude rubber.

“copra” is derived, offer a superb ave- 
nue from which to draw a revenue of 
considerable volume upon a very mall 
investment. 

Cocoanut palm land is very reason- 
able in price, it costs not over $8 per 
acre to buy the land and put in the 
seed, requires practically no further 
work or attention, until the trees begin 
to yleld, (which will be at four years 
of age,) when a fairly thrifty tree will 
produce enough fruit to bring a return 
of from $1.50 to $2 each, and as every 
acre of land under culture to “copra” 
should accommodate 350 to 400 well-de- 
veloped trees, you are quite safe to fig- 
ure upon receiving between $600 and 
$700 revenue from each acre of copra 
land rightly cultivated, and its prod- 
uct properly attended to and marketed. 

The market for copra is in Manila (a 
distance of less than 600 miles from 
any island in the group,) and is both 
active and increasing yearly, in fact it 
is the best market for this product in 
the world, as prices are always good, 
—— the demand has never been sup- 
| 

Copra is the meat of the cocoanut, 
taken from the shel] when the nut is 
not quite ripe, and dried in the sun, 
then tied up in bags for shipment to 
Manila, where the meat is ground and 
the oll is extracted by various meth- 
ods, this oll (called by us cocoanut oil 
and by the Filipino “aceite de caco’’,) 
is used in the Orient as a body for the 
finest perfume, and in the manufacture 
of splendid grades of toilet soaps, while 
in this country it is in active demand 
for medicinal purposes. 

A process recently perfected by a 
German chemist in Berlin makes it of 
great value as a food product, for by it 
they c manufacture a delicious table 
butter, quite equal in flavor to the 
dairy product, and with the immense 
advantage (when desired for use in 
hot countries,) that it will not grow 
rancid through exposure to heat or air, 
or deteriorate with age. Cocoanut palms 
will grow luxuriantly -in any island of 
the Philippine group with little or no 
labor necéssary. 

Tobacco, sugar cane, coffee and many 
other tropical products are extensively 
grown on the islands, especially the 
sugar cane, whose product is produced 
to the amount of something like 500,- 
000,000 pounds annually, mostly by 
means of rude mills, operated by native 
carabao (water buffalo,) for the mo- 
tive power. These rude affairs extract 
about half the juice from the cane, ang 
the remainder is allowed to to waste, 
the juice that is extracted they boll in 
rude kettles over an open fire to the 
consistency of a heavy paste, which is 
dumped in piles upon reed mats to dry 
in the sun, and when sufficiently dry 
tied up in reed bags for export, as they 
have no adequate means of refining 
the sugar produced on the archipelago. 

Many other products are grown to a 
considerable extent on the islands, 
among which are some of the crops 
native to a temperate zone, such as 
corn, wheat, sweet and Irish potatoes, 
peas, beans, radishes, and in fact any- 
thing they wish to plant, for the fer- 
tile soil of those wonderful islands will 
produce in abundance every conceiv- 
able thing that will grow from the 


earth. 
MINERAL WEALTH. 


The mineral wealth of the archipel- 
ago is beyond a doubt extensive in va- 
riety and enormous in quantity. I 
have not the slightest doubt but that 
there lies hidden beneath the surface 
far more gold and other precious as 
well as useful metals, than has filled 
the coffers and gladdened the heart of 
man for many a decade; in fact, I be- 
lieve that at no distant date exploration 
will locate, and American energy will 
develop, such extensive deposits of pre- 
cious metals that beside them our own 
wonderful western and Klondike mines 
will pale into comparative insignifi- 
cance. 

Gold, iron, copper, zinc and coal have 
been mined to some extent for hun- 
dreds of years, but in such a manner 
as to give only a hint of the great 
wealth now lying latent. 

The coal found on the islands ts of 
the bituminous variety, and tests quite 
high in carbon consequently for steam 
purposes being much superior to 
Welsh, practically on a par with Aus- 
tralian, but slightly below our own 
Pennsylvania varieties. 

With the exception of 40,000 tons 
mined on the island of Cebu, the entire 
supply for the war vessels of Uncle 
Sam and the thousands of commercial 
steamers plying the surrounding seas, 
comes from Sydney, Australia, 4300 
miles away, and from our own Amerl- 


which the commercial product called 


from Hongkong, which has deen 
brought there from England or Japan. 

The immense distance it has to come 
makes its cost exorbitant, which seems 
useless in the extreme, as there are ex- 
tensive known deposits on several of 
the islands, which if labor was ap- 
plied would yield adequate amounts to 
supply the demand. 

However, American capital and en- 
ergy will have to develop these treas- 
ures from Nature’s storehouses, as the 
soil of the islands is so rich, and 
yields so much for so little labor ex- 
pended, that the native finds himself 
quite able to get a comfortable living 
with little or no exertion. His wants 
are few and his love for idleness great, 
from which palpable causes can be ex- 
plained the remarkable fact that the 
entire archipelago is still in an unde- 
veloped and primitive state. : 

What little labor is from neces- 
sity accomplished, is done by the most 
ancient and primitive methods (entire- 
ly by hand,) and the few implements 
and tools in common use in the arch!- 
pelago, whether in domestic, industria] 
or agricultural pursuits, must have 
been in constant use in those bygone 
days when the proverbial Wise Men“ 
of ancient Judea were looking forward 
to the appearance of the “Star of Beth- 
lehem” in the east as an indication of 
the prophesied birth of Christ. 

But wealth is not the only attrac- 
tion of the Philippine Islands, although 
the entire archipelago is bountifully 
supplied with vast stores of natural 
treasure. Its mineral deposits, enormous 
forest and agricultural resources from 
which great riches can be derived by 
a few years of diligent, energetic, sys- 
tematic labor are not all there is to gain 
in the Philippines, for that gem of the 
human life, that priceless boon to man- 
kind, happiness, coming from abundant 
comforts, is to be found on the magic 
shores. of those delightful islands com- 
prising America’s new possessions in 
the Orient. 

Thetr wonderful climate, beautiful 
scenery, natural pleasures 
(always interesting either to the natu- 
ralist or layman,) combine with other 
kindly features of Dame Nature, and 
the inhabitants of the islands (who are 
after all, a lovable people,) to supply 
all that human beings should demand 
to produce a contented mind, happi- 
ness, prosperity, wealth, and make the 
archipelago in truth a Land of Promise.

Patchouli Plant and its Uses 

Consul Skinner, of Marseilles, 
France, in response to numervas in- 
quiries received by him from Call- 
fornia and othe- sections of the 
United States regarding the pat houl; 
plant, writes: 

“The patchouli t is a native of 
India and China, where it is quite com- 
mon. It is also grown successfully in 
Ceylon, Paraguay, and the French 
possession of La Reunion. The leaves 
and branches possess a musk-like per- 
fume, and upon distillation furnish the 
essence of patchouli. It resembles the 
sage plant in height and form, but 
its leaves are less fleshy. Our first 
knowledge of this plant dates from 
about 1850, when the first :mporte- 
tions were received in London. At that 
time real India shawls were selling at 
extravagant prices, and buyers iden- 
tified the genuine by their odor, they 
were perfumed with patchouli. French 
n. anufacturers, in order to imitate the 
India shawls successfully, imported 
the plant and perfumed their waics 
with the essence, thus passing off their 
goods as genuine. Since that time per- 
fumers have taken up the industry for 
their own account. 

“The cultivation of the patchouli 
r'ant has been going m for centuries 
in China ani the Malay Peninsula. It 
reguires a light soli, level land or 
slightly elevated hillsides. The plants 
are transplanted in the rainy season 
eighteen inches apart and then cov- 
ered with leaves. Six months later 
the first cutting takes pisse Each 
hectare (2.471 acres) furnishes at eac’ 
gathering about 344 pounds of dried 
leaves and branches and 185 pounds of 
stems. The dried branches bring about 
1t cents per pound, and, as there are 
two cuttings every year, the gros? 
receipts of the growers average about 
$25 an acre, and at times as much 
as $40. 

“The crop ig classed under three 
heads: (1.) Leaves; (2.) leaves mixed 
with young shoots and a little wood; 
(3.) large stems. In Java the pat- 
chouli leaves are often mixed with 25 


plants. The Java patchoul! is of fine 
appearance, but is poor in aroma. The 
essence is occasionally extracted in 
the countries of origin, but the distil- 
lation of the leaves is only undertaken 
on a large scale in Europe. The leaves 
are first cut, then hydrated, left for 
twelve hours, and then distilled by 
steam. The yield in essence is from 
1% to 3 per cent. The essence is a 
yellow green liquid, which turns 
brown in time; it is rather thick, pos- 
sesses a penetrating odor, which is 
disagreeable in concentrated condition, 
but agreeable or at least very charac- 
teristic when diluted and associated 
with other perfumes. The density of 
the essence at 29.4 degrees Centigrade 
is as follows: Penang green essence, 
0.957; Penang brown essence, 0.958; 
French brown essence, 1.012; ordinary 
commercial essence, 1.0119. Patchouli 
essence is soluble in ten to twelve 
parts of alcohol. The material is at 
times falsified with cedar essence. 

“The odor of patchouli essence is so 
strong that few people can endure it. 
Therefore it is always used in diluted 
form. When mixed with another es- 
sence, the second is imperceptible. The 
dried leaves are often broken into pow- 
der, placed in sachet bags, and dis- 
posed of in drawers and cilosets as a 
protection against moths.” 

Industrial Conditions in England. 

Consul Halstead reports Mr. Arthur 
Chamberlain, a leading manufacturer 
of Birmingham, England, claiming 
that 10 per cent. dividends were 
awarded the shareholders in Kynochs 
Limited, a company engaged in the 
manufacture of cartridges, explosives, 
ammunition, etc., during the last ten 
years. He predicts 10 per cent. divi- 
dends for the next ten years. While 
he calls attention to an Increase in the 
individual earnings of labor from $4.74 
to $5.40, he notes a falling off in the 
wages percentage, grouped as a whol, 
from 28.58 per cent. of total sales to 
15.50 per cent. Automatic machinery 
is responsible for these changes. Mr. 
Chamberlain ¢xhibited a cartridge 
that had gone $hrough fifty-five proc- 
esses of manufacture at the cost, in 
wages, of one-fifth of a cent. 

This, he thought, precluded the pos- 
sibility of Great Britain suffering from 
foreign cheap labor. He hoped to see 
wages advance full 14 per cent. in the 
next seven years. If things went on 
in the future as in the immediate past, 
they would. 

An act, of Parliament compelling 
companies to publish in their pros- 
pectuses all considerations in the pro- 
motion of new companies, the pay- 
ments by directors for stock, con- 
tracts, etc., was referred to favorably. 
The need of greater definiteness in the 
law was referred to, as were other 
points pertinent to the discussion and 
of interest to stockholders. 

In concluding his report, Consul 
Halstead points out the difficulties 
connected with the efforts of Amer- 
icans seeking to enter factories in 
England, and compares them with the 
easy access to all kinds of manufac- 
turing concerns in this country. Visi- 
tors, he says, in places near Birwiag- 
ham, are admitted to factories only 
by vote of the boards of directors. He 
wonders whether it is wise on the part 
of our people to permit foreigners to 
enter and examine our methods as 
often and as easily as is the rule. 


Germany’s Commerce With Brazil. 

Consul Harris, of Chemnitz, Ger- 
many, writes that the annual report of 
the Hamburg-South American Steam- 
ship Company, recently published, con- 
tains interesting information regard- 
ing German commerce with Brazil. In 
spite of an increase of the Brazilian 
tariff on most imported products Ger- 
man trade with that country can be 
said to be satisfactory. The exten- 
sive improvements undertaken among 
the docks of Rio de Janeiro during 
the past year have greatly increased 
the bulk of England’s trade with Bra- 
211 for the reason that British capital 
bas been chiefly invested in the en- 
terprise, and the promoters have, as 
far as possible, placed the necessary 
orders for building materials with En- 
glish manufacturers. The German 
steamship line from whose annual re- 
port this information is taken has es- 
tablished a branch line along the Bra- 
gjlian coast, which is primarily in- 
tended for the benefit of the small 
German farming settlements near the 
sea. Better facilities for carrying their 
products to market has been a long- 
felt want.

Much has been witten about our 
present-day writers. Hach number of 
the more pretentious, literary maga- 
zines finds able criticakarvicles concern- 
ing one or the, other t those who are 
producing our best bogks. All the pop- 
ular magazines, or — 4 all of them, 
give occasionally space to articles upon 
those writers who cofitribute to them. 
But because these artiéles find the light 
of print in so differept journals; be- 
cause the matter concerning each par- 
ticular author is so Widely scaé#tered; 
what has been written for magazine 
publication satisfies 4 fleeting neces- 
sity, but is not of Freat permanent 
use. True, the indexes of magazine 
literature may guide th these same ar- 
ticles but when one would refer to them 
he usually finds that the old number 
containing that article Ras been thrown 
away. The volume befére us has, there- 
fore, a special missiom to perform. It 
deals with our present-day writers. It 
deals with them in thé same light and 
interesting style that the average mag- 
azine article would do; but it appears 
in book form, which @ives it added 
worth as a permanent fecord to be em- 
ployed for reference as well as for 


read! 

In atitying his publication of 
“American Writers of Today’’—that is, 
if he needs justification, Mr. Vedder 
has pointed out the .*onditions that 
prompted him to write his book. There 
is very little that makes any pretense 
of being serious criticiam of the writ- 
ers of our own day, he says: Let 
anyone ransack even * large library, 
and he will in most :¢ases go away 
empty-handed of that wil) aid 
him in the study and comprehension 
of current literature. Some of our lead- 
ing periodicals contain reviews of 
lately published books that are worthy 
to rank with the best pritical writing; 
but these reviews only partially sup-

The Rivington Street institution 


was the Gret of the new system of free 
municipal baths, and it cost New York 
City $100,000. It is in the most crowded 
district of the East Side, and from the 
open! day its facilities were taxed 
to the limit. There is no swimitiiag po’! 
in the building, which is wholly devot- 
ed to scientific and expeditious getting 


clean. In 1902 the patronage amounted 
to 776,917 bathers. Last year ohe quar- 
terly report showed a total ‘of 306,436 
patrons. 

This place was so crowded from the 
start that soon after its opening three 
additional buildings were equipped, two 
on the East Side and one on the West 
Side, and the end of the movemen. is 
not in sight. For more than a half 
century private organization of good 
citizens have been enlisted in this cru- 
sade, and it is due to their efforts, net 
to those of politicians or munictoa’ 
officers, that New York is catehing up 
with this movement in behalf. of the 
poor, as developed in cities abroad.

He made public agitation of 
such plans, and largely through his 
efforts, private funds were supplied to 
build the People’s Bath in Center street 
which was an impressive, popular 
success. Shortly after that, the trus- 
tees of the Baron Hirsch Fund ‘opened 
a bath in the heart of the downtown 
Hebrew district. ot

determined that the-State be 
socialistic enough to kep its people 
clean if they had no chance té use a 
bathtub, went after the lawmakers. 
In 1895, the agitation triumphed in the 
passage of a State law which provided

-of health should deem necessary. 


Three years passed before New York 
awoke to the demand for action on 
this legislation. Then a most fmpres- 
sive mass meeting was held in the 
University Settlement in Ritington 
street of East Side residents hö clam- 
ored to be clean. Resolutions were 
adopted, and pushed by civic orguniza- 
tions until in 1902 the city appropriated 
a total of $480,000 with which t6 build 
and equip five public baths, and the 
battle of soap and water was -won.—

All the colors have certaifi’ defi- 
nite qualities. They are not only light 
or dark in themselves, but some golors 
reflect more light than others, ahi are 
thus capable of changing the light in 
a room, They are classified according 
to their luminosity in this order: 
yellow, orange, green, red, blue, and 
Yellow and orange with their 
tints and shades will bring sunshine 
and warmth into a dark room. “Green 
and red with their tints and shades, 
unless they are too dark, have little 
effect in changing the light, while blue 
and purple may be used in very bright 
rooms. The classification according to 
warmth and coldness is quite similar. 
The warm colors are _ yellows; : red- 
browns, reds, and olive greens}: 
cold colors blue-green, blue, purple, 
and the neutral tones of the vale col- 
ors. The character and atmosphere 
of a room-—its coziness or its formality 
—are dependent upon this decided 
characteristic of colors. A roont with 
dark-red walls and rich hanging 
gests the coziness of an open firt 
a winter’s evening—a green rob the 
cool, restful shade of the forestfon a 
warm summer's day, while Warm 
golden yellow suggests sunshine itself. 
The cold colors recede from ud and 
hence form good backgrounds and 
make a small room appear larger. 
The warm colors advance, make good 
bits of contrasting color againat the 
colder tones, and make a room appear 
smaller. The darker shades of all the 
colors draw the walls of a room to- 
gether more than the lighter tints. 
Light colors make an entire house 
appear large and airy. Cellings may 
be made to appear higher with light 
retiring colors, and lower with the. ad- 
vaneing and dark colors. | Bi

In every suburb of Melbourne, the capital of 
Victoria and a city of 500,000 people, and in every 
country district where there are any boarded-out 
children there is a visiting committee formed of 
ladies who are interested in the work. They un- 
dertake to visit certain children in their foster 
homes at least once in six weeks, and to send in a 
report once a quarter as to their behavior, health, 


regular attendance at school, church and Sunday.

Once in six months the visitor is obliged to 
‘inspect the child’s wardrobe and see that the stipu- 
lated amount of-clothes is provided, and in the 
event of illness, to see that the medical officer is 
called in, and that the child is properly cared for. 

It is always arranged that the child shall be 
placed with people belonging to its own religious 
denomination, when such can be ascertained, and 
the visitor also always belongs to the same church.

Free primary education being provided by the

children may be made over to the department, who, 
in turn, appoints the mother to be the guardian and 
to receive the weekly allowance of 5 shillings for 
each of the “neglected” children. 

This system, of course, under a lax adminis- 
tration is open to very grave abuse. Women who, 
by putting their shoulders to the wheel, might very 
well remain independent and who, indeed; might 
shrink from accepting private charity, are quite 
ready 
and regard it as no more than a right. 

By a skillful appeal to some _ kind-hearted 
clergyman, and a little feminine exaggeration of 
their physical ailments, it is easy to be recom- 
mended to the authorities as a suitable case for 
assistance. 

Indeed, up 10 a few years ago, the number of 
women receiving allowances for the maintenance 
of their own children reached an alarming figure, 
and one of the measures of retrenchment of the 
government in Victoria was to insist on a very 
much stricter inquiry into the real circumstances 
of those who applied for relief.

_ ful agricultural exhibit I have ever seen in any part of 
the world. 


An Agricultural Garden of Eden. 


This land, as I have said, was a jungle four years ago. 
Today it is an agricultural Garden of Eden. It contains 
1,000,000 banana trees, 1,000,000 ptneapples, 300,000 or- 
ange trees, 80,000 cacao trees, and 160,000 coffee trees, all 
thriftily growing. The cultivated lands cover 4000 or 
5000 ecres. There are not as many weeds upon this 
tract as in the best-kept kitchen garden of the United 
States. I rode on horseback thirty-five miles over the 
plantation, taking two days to it, riding sixteen or more 
miles at a trip, and I did not see a dozen weeds nor a 
dozen blades of grass. The crops are kept as clean as a 
floor, and the growth of everything is beyond belief. 
This plantation is just at its beginning. The property 
‘is only four years old. The company owns 40,000 acres, 
+ and of this only one-tenth has been planted. It is ex- 
pected that the planting will continue, so Mr. Dumois 
tells me, until they have 6,000,000 pineapples, 2,000,000 
banana trees and 500,000 orange trees. These, when in 
full bearing, should net about 300,000 cases of pines, 
1,500,000 bunches of bananas and 500,000 boxes of or- 
ganges every year. The company has a capital stock of 
$1,000,000, and when its plantations nave reached the 
above condition they should bring in about $1,000,000 a 
year. This condition will probably come within two or 
three years. The company is a close corporation, con- 
sisting of Mr. H. Dumois and his son, his brothers and 
a few friends and relatives. There is, I believe, no stock 
| for sale. 


|. The Fruit King of Nipe. 


Before I describe my visit to this estate, let me tell you 
something of its chief owner. This is Hippolyte Du- 
mois, the fruit king of Nipe Bay. He has been raising 
4 fruit in Cuba all his life, and he knows more today about 
the country and how to get the most out of it than any 
other man in it. His father was a coffee planter near 
Santiago, and Mr. Dumois began life in the fruit busi- 
ness. His first plantations were at Baracoa, on the 
northern coast of Cuba not far from Cape Maisi, and a 
little later he bought 18,000 acres of land near Banes 
Bay. He cleared 10,000 acres there and set it out in 
bananas and was doing an enormous business shipping 
his crops to the United States when the Spanish war 
broke out. He then had a fleet of fruit steamers, there 
were twenty miles of railroad on his plantation, and 
everything was on a proportionate scale. His property 
was destroyed during the war, but at its close he rejuvi- 

nated it and merged it with the United Fruit Company. 
He had a large amount of stock of this company and 
| ,acted as the manager of the Baues plantation, building 
the central Boston sugar mill, which is still running. 


When everything was in full operation he decided to 
retire from business life and went to Havana. He soon 
became discontented, however, and then returned here 
and bought the enormous tracts of land which are now 
owned by himself and family and the Nipe Bay Com- 
pany. The property was first bought in connection with 
the Nipe Bay Company; but he has taken his share, and 
now owns in connection with his relatives more than

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estate is on the island of Saetia and the peninsula of 
Raymon, and another part on the mainland bordering 
the day and the Tacajo River. He has about twelve 
miles of railway on the estate, and has dug a canal 
through the neck of the Saetia isthmus connecting Nipe 
Bay with Levisa Bay, making Saetia an island. 


Pineapples by Millions. 

I came with Mr. Dumois from Santiago to Antilla, and 
I have spent several days with him on his estate during 
my stay. Leaving Antilla, we rode across the bay in the 
plantation launch to Saetia, where Mr. Dumois has a mil- 
lion pineapples, a million banana trees and several hun- 
| dred thousand orange trees now growing. Five hun- 
dred men are there employed, and the homes of Mr. Du- 
mois and his sons and of the various officials make quite 
a colony. Their houses line the shore near the wharves, 
‘with a beautiful park between them and the beach. 
There is an office, a store, a blacksmith shop, a machine 
shop and a number of comfortable homes, the largest of 
| which is that of George C. Dumois, the son of Mr. H. 
‘Dumois. 


Sixteen Miles of Bananas. 


Directly back of the buildings the banana plantation 
begins. They extend along the shore for miles, rising up 
the hills so that the whole side of the island is banked 
- | with a great mass of green leaves. The plantation has 

excellent roads, and during my stay I took a horseback 
| ride through these banana fields of fully sixteen miles. 
|. The banana trees were far above my head, as I rode 
through them on a little white pony, and, indeed, I could 
| hardly reach the fruit by standing upright on my saddle. 
|) The trees were not over six feet apart, and riding 
through them is Une gotng through a forest of green 


overhead and shade the ground. Now and then we 
passed a tree in blossom. Each tree had but one; but 
this was from six to ten inches long and at ite base was 
as big around as my arm. It looked like a great bud 
rather than a blossom, and it formed the end of a bunch 
of bananas which extended out from the root of the 
‘léaves at a distance of from ten to fifteen feet from the 
| ‘ground. As I looked I noticed that the stem of the 
5 bunch hung down and that the bananas grow upward in- 
stead of downward, as many suppose. I counted many 
_— bunches which had fifty bananas upon them, and was 
told that a single bunch may have as many as a hun- 
dred.

| Hew the Fruit ie Harvested. 


In cutting bananas trees are chopped almost in half. 
As they fall the bunch is caught and cut off, after which 
the tree is chopped off to the ground to allow the 
sprouts at the foot to have the full strength of the roots. 
Bananas here will sprout up six, seven, eight or more 
years from the same roots; and sugar cane will, I am 
told, yield crops for twenty-five years without replanting. 

All bananas intended for export are cut green. There 
is not a bit of yellow to be seen in any of the fruit when 
it is shipped, and it takes a week or more before such 
bananas are ready for eating. There are packing sheds 
along the coast throughout the plantation, where the 
bananas are put into lighters and carried to the central 
station to the steamers. Four days after that they are 
in New York, and within two weeks are on the breakfast 
tables all over the country. . 
Pineapples and Oranges. 

In another part of the estate pineapples grow between 
the bananas. They seem to do as well there as in the 
open. Indeed, I saw pines by the thousands as big as a 
man’s head surrounded by red and green cactus-like 
leaves. In another part oranges. grow among the bana- 
nas. The orange trees are of a rich green. Many of 
them are pure Cuban, but thousands are budded from 
the best of the Florida and California varieties. 

Later I crossed the bay to the Tacajo plantation, which 
also belongs to this same company. This contains 36,000 
acres, and it has even more bananas and oranges than 
are on the island of Saetia. I rode about twenty miles 
up and down the hills through the bananas there, and at 
times was so lost fn going this way and that over the 
plantation roads, that, had not the manager of the estate 
been with me, I might have ridden about for days and 
not found my way out. | 


Coffee. and Cacao Trees. 


Among the bananas at Tacajo more than 240,000 coffee 
and cacao trees have been planted, and in addition a 
large number of orange trees. The coffee trees are three 
years of age, but they will produce this year, and here- 
after will yield about a pound or more to the tree. They 
are planted in rows, and they grow luxuriantly, as do 
also the cacao trees, from which our chocolate comes. 
I saw. cacao fruit on some of the trees, and was told that 
they would all be producing within two years. Going 
back to the plantation I rode for several miles through 
sugar cane, which gangs of men were cutting and loading 
on the plantation railroad to be carried to the sugar mill, 
and saw trainload after trainload of cane moving toward 
Banes. There are altogether 3000 acres in cane. The 
first crop was taken off about one year ago, and they 
have cut the second this year. I saw also some sea 
island cotton, but so far this has been only an experi- 
ment. 

There are now 1000 men working on the Tacajo estate, 
and there, as at Saetia, they have a central village, with 
offices and stores. The employés live in villages of 
thatched huts scattered here and there over the estate. 


Four Thousand Acres Kept Clean. 


These millions of bananas and pineapples and the hun- 
dreds of thousands of orange, coffee and cacao trees were 
a wonder to me, but the greatest wonder of all was the 
fact that they have all been planted within the short 
space of four years, and that four years ago the land on 
which they stand was a jungle of forest, more wild than 
any part of the lower Mississippi Valley. Within that 
short time these 4000 acres of woods have been cut, 
cleared and made into a farm more clean than the finest 
rose garden in the United States. The woods were cut 
and burned over and the plants, without plowing or a bit 
of cultivation, were set out in the ashes. Since then not 


pull out the weeds and dig the grass. Today in all the 
cultivated portion of the estate there is not enough grass 
to give one meal to a good-sized goat, and there are ab- 
solutely no weeds whatsoever. 3 


All Piece Work. 


The plantation is kept clean by contract, each man be- 
ing allotted as many acres as he will care for at from 50 
to 75 cents per acre per month. One man can keep clean 
about forty acres, this nets him from $25 to $30 per 
month, and he has time to make extra money by cutting 
cane or bananas or doing odd jobs about the place. 

All of Mr. Dumois’ work is done by contract, and his 
men make from $30 to $40 a month. The man who does 
not keep his tract clean is fined, and if he slights it much 
he is discharged. Inspectors go about regularly to see 
that the work is properly done. During the thirty or 
forty miles’ ride which I took over the property I saw no 
gangs at work weeding, although I did now and then 
pass a boy pulling weeds out of the roads and putting 
them in little bags to be carried away.

New For PROTEcTING 
THEM FROM DISCLOSURE. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


: WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—This Uncle Sam of ours 
is as chock full of secrets as a boarding-school 
\ ' girl, and (to make the simile complete) thé} are 
continually leaking out. Just a hint from one of thé men 
intrusted with them often means millions to the unscru- 
pulous speculator and consequent ruin to his rivals. The 
Departments of Agriculture, State, Wer, Navy and 
Treasury; also the Senate and the & House itself, 
all deal with secrets whose prey wt qure might 
not only enrich the few and ry gt Mex 
cases, involve the nation doe 


plants, cut wages, make thousands of men homeless; but 
especially do they fix prices, for they tell the planters, 
the wheat growers, the manufacturers and the great 
transportation companies what to expect at harvest time. 
If every citizen in the land is given an equal chance to 


obtain this forecast hot from the telegraph wire, specu- 
lation waxes upon a fair basis. But premature disclos- 
ure of the information to one man in our 80,000,000 gives 
~ = him—if he have brain enough to apply it—a power un- 

dreamed of by Croesus or (what is more) by Rockefel- 
ler himself.

Reports of only a part of these agents will be col- 
jected and classified in one room, set apart for the pur- 
pose in the annex building. Here, to the statisticians 
grouped about a table, will be issued sheets, each with 
the name of a separate State at the top and with lists of 
founties in a column down the margin. The figures from 
| the different parts of the States will then be taken from

ded the totals for these several counties. Thus each 
atistician will, up to this point, have made out only a 
partial total for any State.

While, as was 
expected, Washington was the focus of the entire financial 
world’s attention, not only New York but Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Boston and Pittsburgh ffmancial institu- 
tions were clamoring to their representatives here for 
advance information. The Washington correspondent 
of a Chicago concern received at the time fmstructions to 
step up to the bench of the highest tribunal of the land 


and ask one of the justices for the gist of the decision as 
soon as the particular justice selected to render it had 
launched upon the first sentences of that long-winded 
verdict. | 

“All the money in the Chicago national banks would 
not induce me to ask one of the justices What's do- 
ing? the correspondent wrote back to the windy city. 
I send you a diagram of the court with arrow pofnting to 
the jail. Do you realize that the Supreme Court could 
commit a man to jail for life for contempt of court, and 
that there is no other power short of Divine interposi- 
tion—and I am afraid the days of miracles are past—to 
which I could appeal?” 

Of course such a tip upon a decision which was per- 
haps to send either soaring or dropping the stocks in- 
volved would have meant a fortune to the individual ob- 
taining it.

Safeguarding President's Secrets. 


The President always has up his sleeve secrets which 
would give the individual epeculator a mean advantage 
could he bribe some trusted confidante to leak. Espe- 
cially is this true in these days of “trust-busting” and 
corporation regulation. Wall street is always on the qui 
vive just before one of Mr. Roosevelt’s annual messages 
to Congress is due, as his recommendation of laws re- 
stricting great railway lines and other corporate enter- 
prises is sure to affect the market. Presidential mes- 
sages were formerly given to the press associations upon 
the day that they were read in Congress, but this prac- 
tice so congested the telegraph lines that on that day of 
the year little other business could be put through the 
wires. Hence the plan has been adopted of having the 
message aunually set up in type in advance and of deliv- 
ering copies to the association, whose patrons are placed 
on their honor not to publish until the words “Release 
President's message, have been flashed from Washing- 
ton 


As a safeguard against collusion between speculators 
and the employés of the government printing office, who 
set the message up in type, the copy is parcelleg out to 
the typesetters in fragments so small that no one com- 
positor could get head or tail of any paragraph’s gist. 
The final assembling of the type is then entrusted to one

Along on the south side of this sage-crowned moun- 
tain lies a shady grove, where hundreds of huge live oaks 
and mammoth wild walnuts cast deep shadows, and mis- 
tletoe-hung sycamores stretch spectral arms skyward. 
This park of several acres is hemmed in by Sisar Creek, 
which is the merriest little brook that ever splashed its 
way between rocks and over pebbles. So thick is the un- 
dergrowth along ite banks that the ambitious little 
stream is almost choked in places, but forces its way 
through, strenuously, bubbling with laughter and spark- 
ling with spray and eddies of crystal water. 


Out from the heart of the old Sulphur Mountain start 
sulphur springs, which trickle down his furrowed sides 
into rocky natural chalices, transforming these from dull 
brown cups to slate-colored hollows by action of its min- 
eral water. It is under these friendly giant live oaks 
near the sulphur springs that the tramper finds a favor- 
ite camping place. Here during July and August whole 
families pitch their tents and form a quiet settlement for 


Mountain. 


Within half a mile of this ideal camping place is 
“Ferndale,” which was until within the past year the 
show ranch of Ventura county, but which since the death 
of its late owner, A. C. Dietz of Oakland, is rapidly fall- 
ing into decay. 

The great stone wall which surrounds the place is 
broken in many places, though the grim lions, couchant, 
still guard the entrance. The drives are leaf-strewn, the 
walks unswept, the flowers left to bloom until their heavy 
blossoms weight the branches to the dust. All the vines, 
honeysuckle, myrtle, lantana and wild rose have run riot 
over tree and terrace, forming a perfect jungle of flower

Shrubbery vs. Bedding Plants. 

Several of the large Eastern railroads have Jacided to 
substitute shrubbery for the flower gardens of herbaceous 
bedding plants that have been so conspicuous around 
their station-houses. While such a change is an im- 
provement in any part of the country, it would be dou- 
bly so in Southern California, where we have a scarcity 
of native woodland. Examples of this kind always bear 
fruit, and while we are pleased to see the spread of the 
flower-planting habit, there is no reason why their places 
may not be filled with a more permanent growth, some- 
thing that will look well at all seasons and constantly 
improve with age.

Mildew on Roses. 


Attacks of mildew are very prevalent upon tim 
summer, owing to the unusual amount of cloudy way 
It is a most distressing and discouraging fang 
easily prevented under recent weather condi:

Concerning the Bug Market. 

OMETIMES we see good results from the suggestions 

embodied in these notes, the latest being the prospect 
of colonizing ladybirds in the Coachella district to de- 
stroy the aphis. In the fall that district is liable to at- 
tacks from various plant lice upon the melon vines that 
may be grown for the late trade. A number of canta- 
loupe growers have put in a fall crop this year, and see- 
ing a notice in this department that someone had offered 
to sell a large number of convergent lady birds to prey 
upon the plant lice, these gentlemen have written to The 
Times to learn where these predaceous insects may be 
obtafned. The letter asks for a quart of these bugs to be 
sent to Coachella right away. Not thinking that anyone 
would want to buy the insects mentioned, I did not retain 
the address of the Kern county rancher offertng them for 
sale, but he may see this item and write again. 


But it is a very difficult matter to transport lady birds 
in large numbers by mail or express during the hot wea- 


ther term. The gentleman who offered to supply the 


lady birds inclosed a large number to me by mail, about 
half of which were dead when they arrived and the oth- 
ers were mostly decrepit, though the consignment was 
on the way less than forty-eight hours. I am writing the 
Coachella people to send a man to Los Angeles to begin 
a bug-hunting tour upon his own responsibility. The 
convergent lady bird has been so numerous in some local- 
ities that it was not difficult some time ago to gather it 
in large quantities. All assistamce will be given the 
Coachella ranchers in locating, if possible, a large num- 
ber of the insects. The agent could take the bugs fresh 
from the field and also secure the larvae. He could pack 
them carefully and keep them in charge, and no doubt the 
transportation would be successful. Unless the enemies 
of plant lice are carried into his new country in this way 
it may be years before their introduction by natural dis- 
tribution, while the damaging insects have been distrib- 
uted there through the importation of trees and plants, 
from other portions of the State. The trial is well worth 
the while, and I hope the Coachella people will make the 
effort. | 


Questionable Advice. 
NDER “P. F. H., Kern,” a subscriber for the last de- 
sade writes that he has been victimized in a small 
way by a public body in another portion of the State. 
The “stuff” sent out by this committee contains exactly 
the same information contained in Eastern books, while 
it is obvious that California conditions are entirely dif- 
ferent. I would never pay even a postage stamp for these 
pamphlets of alleged information. The Times receives 
the emanations of this particular committee gratis, but 
would be none the less benefited not to receive them: 
The particular little “graft” referred to by the writer 
consists in sending out locality advertising matter with a 
request for a few stamps to pay postage. It is not so 
much a graft as the correspondent suggests, but is evi- 
dence of a lack of the amenities of good advertising and 
lack of securing valuable information. As a guide to 
poultry raising it is but a rehash of things not adapted to 
California. The State maintains an institution known as 
the California Poultry Experiment Station. It is located 
at Petaluma and its duties should include the sending 
of such information as our Kern subscriber has failed to 
get from an advertising committee. Try these people. 
As to the advisability of planting almonds, olives, 
peaches and apricots in a locality unknown here, the de- 
lightfully refreshing letter of the correspondent cannot 
hope to bring out definite advice. Olives and almonds 
are not safe crops to plant in small acreage anywhere, for 
small holdings should require crops that may be han- 
dled by the grower himself. “Peaches, apricots and To- 
kay grapes” would offer more chances of success, barring 
the raising of poultry with the latter There is no way 
to know at long range what fruits should succeed best 
in individual locations. I have one acquaintance who is 
making “all kinds of money,” he says, upon a small plan- 
tation of Tokay grapes, but there is not a chicken in the 
valley. From the appearance of his vines I believe he is 
having all he claims in the line of financial success. I 
would advise P. F. H. to go about the neigborhood and 
see what others are doing in the fruit line before plant- 


ing his nine-acre farm. 


Mealy Bug Pests.

So the story goes that in 
each town Baron Kallay had a half-dozen or more of the 
arch rebels, the men who led the guerrilla warfare long 
after the Sultan’s troops had withdrawn, hung up before 
the gates, and soon the land was at peace. All over 

ia that story is denied by Turk and Christian alike. 


Kallay, however, gafned his ends by a reign of 
law which exists today, stern military’ law, tempered, 
however, in recent years with paternalism. It is a les- 
son we could well imitate for the Philippines—our sol- 
diers replacing the Austro-Hungarian, the haughty Span- 
fard, the equally haughty Turkish land holder, and the 
natives the simple Christian peasant of Bosnia. 
from the outset, were to be treated alike, all religions to 
be respected. The Turkish cadi“ gave way before the 
courts-martiai of the Austrian, with the exception that 
the Turk must swear on the Koran, the Christian on his 
Bible. Crimes against Mohammedans, such as entering 
their mosques without bidding, were punished most mer- 
cilessiy, and even today it is an accepted fact that any 
sacrilege may be punished by those inveighed agains’. 
then and there. No crime could be more serious than 
for a Christian man either to draw the veil from the 
face of a Turkish woman, or else to enter the home of a 
Mohammedan unbidden. Everywhere one is told that at 
such an intrusion al] the Moslems would rise to sack the 


Aa 


offender, and everywhere it is the feeling that the gov- 
ernment would stand by them in the doing. 

Thirty-five years ago the shoe was on the other foot, 
but it did not fit nearly so comfortably. Young bloods 
among the Turks, daredevils and ne’er-do-wells, would 
of a sudden take it into their heads to rout a Christian 
family from their homes, or else force the wife to bake 
and brew this, that and the other for them. Failure to 
comply meant assault, and the penalty of resistance 
would be the calling in of the Turkish troops and wiping 
out of the entire village. Again, the Turks would break 
up a Christian religious service for pure spirit of mean- 
ness, and the infidel had no redress. 

Not that the Turk was in the habit of doing this, by 
any manner of means. To my mind the Turk has been 
more maligned than any person in history. Over Mace- 
donia today, even in the bloody areas, one feels more 
safe, one puts more trust in his companions, in a Turk- 
ish village, than either among the Greek or Bulgar Chris- 
tians. In fact, the Turk is throughout ea man of his 
word, peaceable and kindly. The “unspeakable Turk” is 
an anomaly. Idle and indolent, as he puffs in his bazaar 
at the cigarette or the nargileh, he may not care greatly 
whether the visitor buy or no, but he is ever ready for 
conversation with Christian or the faithful, and as wil- 
ling to show hospitality to either. On the railways in 
Macedonia, it is the Turk who passes around his lunch- 
eon and his cigarette or his pomegranates to the others 
in the coupé, and then the Christian and the Spanish Jew 
reciprocates. But among all races and all peoples there 
are evil-minded, evil-hearted persons, and in Macedonia, 
as in early Bosnia, if these were Mohammedan they went 
unpunished. 

As a result, today every man feels himself assured of 
justice in Bosnia. That was the first step. It was a 
negative one, rather than a positive. It prevented one 
man from taking advantage of his weaker neighbor, 
but it did not assist the weakling. | 

The other stages, however, followed rapidly. Baron 
Kallay would not rest content until Bosnia blossomed 
like a garden. To accomplish this, strangers must be 
bronght in, capital invested. The first move was to build 
roads. Where formerly existed mere little hidden trails, 
dangerous for their solitude, he had roads hewn by the 
soldiers, roads so broad that today the diligences speed 
along as they would on a highway in New England. 
Where the mountainside was steep, little tunnels were 
blasted from the rock wall, and on the road to Rijeka, 
from here, one passes through several of these. In place 
of the picturesque but dangerous Turkish bridges—the 
floor of logs Jaid side by side across two stringers, and 
then, as a log rotted away, its place left vacant, to the 
peril of the passer in the night time—structures of iron 
and steel arose, across which a troop of cavalry might 
gallop. 

After that, Kallay took up another point, and that was 
the lodging of the foreigner. With the roads under con- 
stru and the narrow gauge being built (which was 
an | step in the military occupation,) something 
must done to get strangers to stay.

We find the family seated at Highland Park, Hamp- 
shire; at Hertfordshire, at Brancepeth Castle, Durham, 
which estate was purchased 1635, by Sir Nicholas Cole. 
His son was Sir Raiph, an artist. The Coles also were 
seated at Newcastle. Nicholas Cole, Mayor cf Newcastle, 
rich and powerful, defended it against the Scots in 1644. 

The family is famous for its artists. Sir Ralph, just 
mentioned; George Cole and his son Vicat; Thomas Cole, 
painter of the “Voyage of Life” and the “Course of Em- 
pire,” born in England, but claimed by America. Sir 
Henry Cole, K.C.B.—Knight Commander of the Bath— 
was superintendent of South Kensington Museum. The 
family also has its engraver of note, Humfray, born 1570; 
its botanist, William. William, it seems, is a favorite 
name. Those who have won fame as classical scholar, 
naturalist and antiquary were named William. The an- 
tiquary was a friend of Walpole’s, with whom he made a 
tour of the contfnent. His travels, and other works—a 
magnificent collection of MS., one hundred folio volumes, 
in his own handwriting, he bequeathed to the British 
Museum, but on condition that they were not to be 


opened until twenty years efter his death. 


A brave man and true, one of Great Britain’s most 
distinguished generals, was Sir Galbraith Cole, who 
fought with Wellington. When Napoleon escaped from 


Elba, Wellington at once asked for Cole as one of his 


generals. After his honeymoon, he promised to join the 
Duke in Belgium, but before that honeymoon had well 
begun—he was married June 15, 1815—the final victory of 
Wellington was won. Sir Galbraith’s wife was Lady 
Frances, daughter of the first Earl of Malmesbury. 


One pilgrim father was Samuel, who came in the fleet 
with Winthrop in 1630. In the same year, Rise or Ryce 
Cole, with wife Arrold, settled in Charlestown, Masa. 
Three years later came John, Job and Daniel to Ply- 
mouth. Job settled in Duxbury. In the town records’ 
we find that he sold forty acres of land in 1650 for 20 
shillings and a calf. James came from Essex in 1625. 
His name appears as one of the original settlers of Hait- 
ford upon the monument erected to the memory of the 
colony’s pilgrim fathers. His lot was on the corner of 
what are now Main and Governor streets, then called the 
“road from Moody's to the ox pasture,” and the “road to 
Wethersfield,” the latter changed to Cole street and then 
to Governor street, in honor of the five Governors who 
had resided there. The Cole lot was next but one to the 
place of George Wyllys, colonial Governor, on whose 
grounds stood the famous Charter Oak. 

James spelled his name Coal or Coale, and sometimes 
Cole; anything for variety, perhaps he thought.

The history of modern civill- 
zation, Lord Beaconsfield said, has consisted in the strug- 
gles of the West to obtain the spices of the East; and the 
abolition ‘cakes and ale,’ out of deference to the vir- 
tuous physiologist, would inevitably administer a check 
to progres) 

Disposal of the Worthless. 

But it not merely the individual body, but the 
body po that has its superfiuities, and they, too, must 
be eliminated. Mr. Charles Booth has pointed out that 
there is in this country a large class of inefficient and 
worthless pprsons, who by their irremediable poverty are 
a b on the community, ftnflating the rates, glutting 


then. wet. and conducting themselves with repre- 
hensthle frrecularity in their own homes and on tne 
streets, ‘Eronomically,’ says Mr. Booth, ‘these persons 


are not wan ted at all. The work of the world could be 
performed better and more cheaply without them; what 
they do cqmld be easily done by the classes above, in 
their now gartly occupied time, and the money so earned 
be better spent.’ . 

“They are superfluous, and so fn a stronger sense are 


the habitu@! criminals, who vary the tedium of life in 
_prisons ang convict establishments by costly raids on 
society, thie chronic lunatics who accumulate in 
asylums, the incurables who occupy beds in hospitals 


and the ic ards, who are helpless from old age. All 
these are enperfiuous, and should be got rid of. Laying 
aside silly #entimentalism, let us dispose of these worth- 
less and tnpfficient persons. Let us have in each parish, 
instead of the lich gate, a scientifically constructed lethal 
chamber, tc which, after due consideration by the board 
of guardians or County Court Judge, with all proper and 
humane off nces, our social rubbish may be con- 
signed. 

“This is fhe logical outcome of theories that one hears 
mooted with more or less seriousness in certain quar- 
ters. It is @ corollary of the doctrine of evolution pushe1 
to its legitimate conclusion, for the survival of 


the _ fittes involves the destruction of the unfit, 
and existente must cease to be a struggle unless the van- 
quished are extermfmated.

It would be an incalculable 
benefit, he 4rgued, in commercial, in political, and in 
professional life, if men stopped work et 60 years of age. 

“The most vigorous period of human life in its en- 
tirety is obviously between 25 and 40 years of age, brt 
to say that men above the latter age are comparatively 
useless, is to fly in the face of the biographical diction- 
ary. Much of the best work of the world has been done 
by men over 40, and we should by no means stand where 
we are, but would be back in the twilight ages if bereft 
of what they have accomplished.

ment of human activity in refutation of Osler's age limit 


eat 40, and were a balance struck between the truly great 


and effectual achievements of men at from 30 to 40 on the 
one hand, and 40 to 50 on the other, I am inclined to 
think that in proportion to the numbers living in these 
two decades respectively, the advantage would be witk 
the latter, not only in magnitude, but in profitableness to 
mankind. 

And further, I am prepared to maintain that long efter 
50, and long after 60, when, according to Osler, compu!l- 
sory retirement and silence should be imposed upon all 
sorts and conditions of men, contributions of inestimable 
value have been made to knowledge, and the arts and sel- 
ences, while wisdom has flourished like a palm tree. The 
Senate of the Ages, like that of Rome, has been com- 
posed of graybeards. 

I have hinted, for time has not allowed more than a 
hint, that in the higher nerve centers evolution goes on 
late in life, and that even in what is called old age the 
freshness of youth may sometimes survive. And I have 
hfnted also that the natural evolution of our nerve cen- 
ters is largely interfered with and too often arrested by 
unfavorable environment and deleterious habits of life or 
methods of work, and that old age is thus prematurely 
induced, unduly abbreviated, or loaded with infirmities 
that do not necessarily belong to it. And if I were asked 
to what extent retrogression is thus hastened and old 
age abbreviated, I would say that it is a good working 
hypothesis that the natural life of man is 100, and that 
in so far as it falls short of that it is ‘curtailed of fair 
proportion.’ 

“Every man is, I think, entitled to his century, and 
every woman to a century and a little more, for women 
live longer than men. Every child should be brought up 
impressed with the obligation of living to a hundred, and 
should be taught how to avoid the irregularities that tend 
to frustrate that laudable ambition. 

“Metchnikoff, who accepts as probable the assignment 
of such ages as 100 to 120 years to Biblical personages, 
such as Aaron, Moses and Joshua, says our inmost con- 
victions assure us that the present duration of life is too 
short, and expresses his opinion that a science of th: 
prolongation of life can be built up. Even now life is 
frequently prolonged to 100 rears, for the centenarians 
are not the rarae aves they were at one time supposed to 
be. 

Some Centenarians. 

“Among the deaths registered in England and Wales 
in 1903, fifty-three were of reputed centenarians, of whom 
seventeen were males and thirty-six females. In 1901 
and 1902 the number had been sixty-one and fifty-six re- 


lieving that the age stated was corr 
invalidate Prof. Ray Lankester’s view t centenarians 
are monstrosities comparable with ons who have 
attained gigantic stature, for giants are not so numerous, 
and, moreover, centarians are as rule remarkable for 
their health and vigor, whereas giants almost invariably 
exhibit signs of pathological weakness. In the year 1903, 
4916 men ard 7685 women—12,631 persons—died in Eng- 
land and Wales at ages exceeding eighty-five, and of 
these a considerable proportion were nearly but not quite 
100 years old when they passed away.

Some 
animals, of course, arrive at the surgery in a hopeless 
condition; they are therefore mercifully put out of tueir 
misery in an asphyxiating machine known as the “cynoc- 
tone.“ Any animal, however, that is at all curable is 
“treated or operated upon with the greatest care. Cats 
allow themselves to be operated upon with surprising 
| calmness, and punctures or injections of serum are now 
quite easily made by the operators at the surgery. The 
throat troubles to which cats are peculiarly liable are 
examined by means of the phoneudoscope; this is an ap- 
paratus fitted with a very sensitive vibrating plate en- 
cased in gutta-percha which magnifies the noises made 
by the organs of the animal’s throat to the ears of the 
operator, the sound being transmitted through tubes of 
India rubber. For a long time it was found impossible 
to operate successfully on the eye of a dog, owing to the 
difficulty of preventing its tearfng the wound, thus caus- 
ing fatal complications. These difficulties have now been 
overcome, the eye being protected in a sort“ gf cork hel- 
et which allows the animal to eat and drink but at the 
e time thoroughly protects the eye.

Subse- 
quent e¥ents have made it possible to reconstruct in a 
faint way the happenings tmside the doomed boat. Her 
commaifder being absent and his fate unknown to the 
thirteen men inside, Ensign Robin took command. He 
was a young fellow, little more than a boy, while the crew 
were piéked and experienced men, for only such are 
such perilous service. The rush of water was 


a wa x that every man on board understood. The 
bulkhea”ls were closed, the electric machinery enabling 
this to be done instantly, and the thirteen men found 
themsel 1 ss in the rear compartment, shut fn with the 


engines, cut off from the manhole and unable to do a 
thing id save themselves. 

Twelve bronzed sailors and a beardless boy officer 
looked ch other in the face as only men can look who 
see deathi about to seize them, and who search each oth- 
er's eyes, eager to find a trace of hope in the mind of 
which the eyes are the windows. There was at first a 
ray of hijpe. They told each other they had enough air 
to last them for many hours, perhaps for several days, 
and that rescue must come ere this should be exhausted.

The towing began, and the men felt the slow move- 
ment through the water. A deadlight was opened, and 
the air, which by this time had become hot and foul, was 
renewed. Water and food were passed in and the brave 
little band felt that only a few hours separated them 
from. freedom. | 

Suddenly there was a crash, the boat lurched and sank 
once more. The crane on the wrecking pontoon had 
broken. Hope that had risen so high went down with 
the boat, and as she settled again upon the mud her occu- 
pants fell into the bottomless pit of despair. If hope de- 
ferred maketh the heart sick, hope raised to the highest 

| point and then suddenly dashed maketh the heart break. 

But it was not long before the rattle of chains and tha 
rapping of divers told them again they were not forgot- 
ten. All the rest of that second day, all the night, all 
the third day and all the third night those few men heard 
the dull sounds of those who were straining every nerve 
to save them. On the morning of the fourth day, sick 
from foul air, weak with despairing, famished for want 
of food and water, hope was again raised when they 
felt the boat slowly moving, this time scraping along the 
muddy bottom, towed toward shore. 

In those days nfne of the thirteen men had dropped 
into unconsciousness, and their mates had no means of 
reviving them. Alr was what they needed, and air was 

the one thing they could not give. There were only six 
survivors strong enough now to answer the raps of the 
divers. They signalled that breathing was becoming 
more and more difficult and that they could not last m se 
than a few hours longer. 

The hauling shoreward ceased and the choking sur- 
vivors felt themselves a second time lifted to the surface. 
Again did cold despair give way before the sunshine of 
hope. Again the stifling men raised themselves to the 
deadlight, eager to catch the first breath of the fresh air 
that would tell them they were at the surface. Slowly 
the boat rose, and whea the lapping of the waves was 
heard the deadlight was thrown wide and six pairs of 
gasping lungs drew in the life that came from outside. 


They talked to their comrades, whose faces they could 
see, and their veins felt the life-giving air renew the red 
blood in their veins and make keener the gnawing hun- 
ger. Wine and fruit were passed in and devoured raven- 
ously. Those who had succumbed and were lying sense- 
less were raised to the air in the hope that it might re- 
vive them. But they were past relief, and their com- 
rades laid them down tenderly, telling their rescuers to 
— coffins ready to bury nine when they should reach 

ore. 

The stern deck was three feet above the water; the six 
prisoners were delirious with the joy of coming rescue 
and the reviving effects of air and food and wine, when 
again the crane broke! The heavy boat sank again, and 
with it the hopes of the six survivors. | 

A second time had they been raised to the seventh 
heaven, and a second time were they dashed suddenly 
to the lowest depths of hell. 

Up to this time their despair, that had alternated with 
their hopes, had never driven them to frenzy—but now! 
What wonder if the six tortured prisoners became sud- 
denly six raving maniacs? 

This second descent had another terrible effect—the 
porthole which had been opened to admit the air could 
not be fully closed again, and the water began to pour in. 
That night, the fifth of their. incarceration, they sig- 
naled: “Hurry: water gaining!” 

The sixth day found the Farfadet sinking in the mud. 
The divers could not get the chains around her; neither 
could they get any answer to their signals. All was 
silence within— the submarine boat had become a sunken 
coffin. The last hours of the devoted little band can only 
be imagined, but hope of saving any of them was given 
up on that sixth day, though the efforts to raise the boat 
were carried on with unremitting energy. 

Such is the most recent tragedy of the submarine boat- 
ing. 
have preceded it, excelling them in its horrors. 

Great Britain has lost three of her submarine boats— 
the Al, the A8, and the A5.

A member of the Los Angeles City Council recently 
buggested that steps should be taken here to guard 
Against the yellow fever.

OF BIOCHEMISTRY” and “Biochemistry, the 
Natural Law of Cure,” are the titles of two pamphiets 
by Dr. George W. Carey, formerly of Boston, now of Los 
Angeles. 

The biochemic system of medicine appears to consist 
in administering twelve inorganic salts, that are found 
in the blood. According to this writer, there is supposed 
to be some connection between these salts and the twelve 
signs of the zodiac. 

The author gives, under each sign, the appropriate salt 
and the disposition of people who are born at this period. 
This savors largely of astrology. But Dr. Carey should 
be aware of the simple fact that minerals cannot be ab- 
sorbed by the system, except they are taken as nature 
prepares them, in fruit and vegetables and other foods. 
All the natural salts found in the body are also found 
in fruits and vegetables, and that is the only way in 
which the system can utilize them. 

Dr. Carey claims that the food taken into the system 
is not changed to flesh and bone, but acts as a negative 
pole. He says that chemistry and the spectroscope 
prove that the vegetable and animal tissue is “precipi- 
tated or condensed air.” . 

The author properly states, as the editor has fre- 
quently said, that the germ theory of disease is alto- 
gether false—that germs found in diseases are the prod- 


uct of decaying organic matter, not the cause. He quotes 


the following, on this subject, from an article published 
in the Homeopathic News, thirteen years ago: 

“When a theory of the causation of disease is backed 
by names almost universally admitted to be as great as 
those that indorse the germ theory, intelligent men are 
willing to investigate it. This we have done most thor- 
oughly; and we believe the theory to be erroneous from 
top to bottom, and from first to last. We have never 
found a particle of evidence that bacilli have been dis- 
covered, in the sense pretended by their ‘discoverers’; 
and having undoubtedly been ‘faked’ to a very great ex- 
tent, beyond doubt intentionally on the part of the chief 
promulgators of the germ theory, the medical profession 
cannot be blamed if its members very much doubt 
whether those gentlemen themselves believe in their own 
theory, or in their own ‘discoveries.’ We have learned 
to know that disease is not an entity, but a condition 
produced by deficiencies, and that germs are a product 
of these conditions, and do not cause the conditions.” 

Dr. Carey gives a list of seventy-two elements found 
in nature. 5 

Apart from the mineral feature and the astrological 
feature, of Dr. Carey’s theory, this pamphlet is certainly 
interesting, and to some extent original.
